London, May 12.—’n tim House of Commons 
last evening 8ir YYilliam V. Harcourt, secretary 
of state tor the Home Departm ent, In the a lien ee 
of Mr. Gladstone, stated that the new repression 
proposals of the governm ent contained the fol­ 
lowing provisions, in all 
of which the lord 
lieutenant may act: J idges of tile Supremo

The 
other 
provisions 
were 
meant 
to 
defeat

Those 
provisions 
w r ■ only to 
bo 
put in force iii proclaimed districts and were: 
First, power of search; second, power to arrest 
persons found prowling about 
at night and 
unable to give an account of them selves; third, 
powor to arrest strangers 
whenever deemod 
advisable by agents of tile governm ent. 
(Cheers 
followed tho announcem ent 
of this 
clause.) 
Continuing, 
tho 
speaker 
said 
it was well 
known that these murderous attem pts were not 
made by residents. 
It was nece-'nry that there 
should be granted a power of removal of foreign­ 
ers who were considered dangerous to the safety 
of society; therefore in Ireland they proposed to 
revive the alien act. 
As to secret societies,It was 
proposed 
that membership and partisanship 
Should be an offence under the act and should he 
summarily dealt with. 
It was also intended to 
deal summarily with offences such as riots, aggra­ 
vated as-aults and the like. 
In cases of unlawful 
m eetings power 
is given tho viceroy to act 
as he 
m ight choose. 
Newspapers publishing 
calls for sucli m eetings and abetting unlawful 
acts, editorially or otherwise, will be forfeited, 
and power is given to cause tho publishers to 
enter into rccogniz uice not to republish such 
papers. The viceroy is empowered to appoint 
additional 
police 
in 
any 
particular 
dis­ 
trict, 
the 
expenses 
entailed by such addi­ 
tional 
police 
to 
bo 
paid 
by 
residents 
in the locality to which they 
are appointed. 
(Cheers followed this announcem ent.) Compen­ 
sation for murders and maimings is to be levied 
on tile inhabitants of tile district where such 
murders and m aim ings occurred. The proposed 
duration of the act is tnree years.

traordinary one, but it dealt with extraordinary 
circumstances. 
(Ch> ers 
followed the conclu­ 
sion of the speaker’s explanation of the act.) 
Sir Stafford Northcote and other Conservative 
speakers gave general assent to tile act, reserving 
their criticism of tile various clauses, 
Mr. 
Healy 
said 
that the severity of

the purpose of 
keeping the Lile 
ernls 
in 
office, 
and 
that 
it 
would 
tend 
to increase the secret societies rather than dim in­ 
ish them. 
Mr. Dillon denounced the act as a 
bloodthirsty 
measure.

Dublin 
murders 
were of 
an 
isolated 
character, and 
were 
not 
akin 
to agrarian 
outrages. 
He 
knew 
som ething of 
Irish crime 
(derisive 
cheers), 
and

who would not acknowledge their sympathy with 
crimes. He had refused to denounce the outrage 
because he wished to be honest, and the Irish peo­

assassin, but would only exasperate innocent 
people.

the lull, but he was afraid that it would lead to a 
hundredfold more disasters than all previous 
coercion acts had done. 
On a division of tile 
hou se en leave to introduce the bill the vote was 
327 against 22.

Granville, ex-Secretary Forster, Speaker Brand, 
Colonel Frederick Stanley, M. P., and brother, 
Lord Derby, Hight Hon. George Shaw Lefevre, 
chief com m issioner of works aud buildings; Lord 
Roseberry, under-secretary of the home depart­ 
ment; Sir Henry Jam es, attorney general; R ight 
Hon. James Stanfield, Radical member of Par­ 
liam ent for H alifax; Right Hon. Henry Fawcett, 
postmaster-general; Mr. Mundella, vice-president 
of the couucii; the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Ldinhurgh, representing the Queen,

The funeral toog place

England was celebrated the body was conveyed 
to Kdensor, where it was buried. 
The Duke of 
Devonshire, Marquis of Hartington, Mr. Glad­ 
stone and Earl Granvile were tile chief mourners, 
and preceded the hearse containing the body of 
Lord Cavendish as it was being conveyed to the 
cemetery. 
An immense concourse of people 
lined the way to tne cemetery, while at the ceme­ 
tery a large crowd had taken tip every availanie 
position not likely to retard the passage of the 
hearse and the procession, all or whom seemed 
deeply affected, men standing with uncovered 
heads while the procession was passing.

L o n d o n, May 12 .—Tho well-known correspon­ 
dent of the Times, “ Warbawk,” who professes to 
be in the secrets of the revolutionists throughout 
Europe, writes to the St. Jam es Gazette to express 
tho opinion that there exists iii Ireland a so­ 
ciety far more im portant than tile Land League; 
that its headquarters are in America and that it 
employs, as its acents for murderous work, men 
called “terrorists”—members of a society which 
is an offshoot of the International, and which was 
founded to provide any revolutionary society 
with able organizers or sufficiently desperate 
assassins. 
Tile Land League is aware of the ex­ 
istence of this society, but dares not interfere 
with it. 
The murderers of Lord Frederick Caven­ 
dish and Under-Secretary Burke could, lie be­ 
lieves, be brought to justice by the exercise of 
great tact and diplomacy, and by the offer of a 
strong guarantee of safety to Mio informers and 
an assurance that their extradition would not be 
permitted, most of the members of the society 
being charged with crimes com m itted abroad. 
They are mercenary, however, and could be man­ 
aged with care if the authorities knew how to 
deal with them.

A Question that May Postpone 
Guiteaus Fate. 


Expense of Repairing and Re­ 
fitting Our Navy.

W ash in gton , May 14.—There is a possibility 
that the court in banc of tho District of Columbia 
may decide on technical grounds that the Gui- 
teau trial was invalid, anil reverse tho sentence. 
This opinion is entertained today by tho leading 
lawyers of the D istrict bar who listened to the 
closing argument upon the bill of excentions 
Tim two points upon which the trial may be de­ 
cided to be a mis-trial are tile want of j urinate- 
tion 
and 
an 
error 
in 
the 
record, 
tho 
error 
consisting 
in 
the 
admission 
oi 
Hie 
testim ony of Mrs. Duninire, the divorced wife 
of 
Guiteau. 
Mr. 
Reed 
did 
not 
make 
tho point as to Mrs. Dunmire in bis brief. 
Ha 
did make it in Ids closing argument, ami it is 
upon the ground of this alleged error in Hie trial 
mainly that the opinion that the judges will re­ 
verse tile sentence is founded. 
Some of the 
questions asked by tne judges toward the closing 
of the argument indicated a disposition to rule 
that the admission of Mrs. Dunmire’s testim ony 
was such a fatal error in the record 
as tit 
make 
a new trial 
neces-arv. 
It 
is 
known 
that 
two 
of 
tho 
judges 
said, 
almost 
as plainly as they could express themselves, 
at the bearing that tile admission of jMrs. Dun- 
mire’s ti sttiiiouy wag a grievous error. 
I ho 
court in banc was in session nearly live hours 
yesterday considering the argument upon tile 
bill of exceptions. 
A decision was not reached, 
and will not be tomorrow, 
lf the case had been 
altogether us clear as tho lawyers for the prose­ 
cution maintain, and if there had been no possi­ 
bility of any technical legal flaw in the record, 
Hie judges would 
easily have reached a de­ 
cision. 
The 
common 
law rule against Hie 
disclosures on Hie 
witness stand 
by either 
husband or wife of their secrets is very emphatic, 
and It appears lliat there is a specific statute of 
tile District of Columbia forbidding such testi­ 
mony. 
Tins special act lias been twice upheld by 
the United States Supreme Court, and it has bo. n 
decided that a divorced wife could not testify as 
to anything which happened during tho married 
period. 
Tho question upon winch this error 
arrises, if it is an error, was in substance this: 
”1)1.1 you, Mrs. Duninire, during tho live years 
that you were married to Guiteau see an v illin g to 
indicate that ho was insane?” The answer was 
in tlio negative. 
The government now insists 
that they did not ask for the disclosure of any 
secrets. 
'Hie defence maintain that the answer 
to ttieir question involved a conclusion as to ob­ 
servations winch were made during Hie marital 
period, and involved deductions from a knowledge 
during a period as to which Hie law has forbid­ 
den the court to have information.

Tim 
cost of repairs limier the first head averaged 
$125,000 per year for the four years ’72, ’73, ’74 
and ’75, and a large part of tho expense under 
the second head was made i i i ’73 and ’74.

adopted their report. Their report favors the 
forfeiture of tile grants of these roads.

seven roads iii the South to which grants were 
made but one was ever built, and there has been 
no opposition to Hie forfeiture of these grants 
except on the part of certain people who desire 
more time to be allowed tile ship islautl railroad 
in M ississippi for its completion. The lands to 
be forfeited in the South, iii the m ajority or 
cases, are sand plains of little value, and as there 
has never been any intent to build Hie roads to 
which they were granted no hardships will lie 
suffered by such forfeiture. 
The com m ittee has 
taken no actum as yet iii regard to laud grant 
roads in the W est and Northwest.

“ GOD KNOW S I M INNOCENT.” 


Richards, Accused of Murder 
in Canada Woods, 


Tolls His Side of the Story—His 
Criminal Career. 


H o w H e E x p la in s A w a y th e U g ly 
P o in ts A g a in st H im . 


W illiam Richnrds. now held in jail at Hartford, 
f’onp., under accusation of murdering Joseph 
Jackson iii the Canada woods, has been inter­ 
viewed by the Hartford Times. 
He frankly ad­ 
m itted that ho had been confined iii English 
prisons for one term of five and another of eight 
years, but in each case 
ue was the victim of 
circum stances. 
He was sentenced once 
for 
tlielt and once for highway robbery, and to prove 
bis Ionia once of the latter crim he relates a story 
which the boys would lie apt to characterise as 
"too thin.” 
Ho says fie had been taking a Sunday 
afternoon stroll and it was dark as he neared Ins 
homo in the suburbs of Birmingham, when he was 
startled by hearing theory of a woman In distress. 
He ran to the spot, guided by the sound, and found 
a woman struggling in the clutches of a man. Ile 
clutched the scoundrel by tile throat and the 
frightened woman ran away. 
Ho told tho lellow 
that lie should hand hun over to the police. 
At 
this be sprang upon Richards and tile latter 
knocked him dim ii with Ids cane. 
Then the fel­ 
low tried to beg off, but Richards was firm in his 
determ ination to deliver him up to justice, and 
ne only relented when the fellow offered him Ills 
watch to let him go. 
He took it and the ungrate­ 
ful fellow lodged a complaint against Rlcnards 
for highway robbery, alleging 
that ho had 
knocked him down and stolen Ins watch. 


F o r T i l l . Iii* O ut E i g h t Y e a r * In I’ r l t o u . 
His wife and two children are living in Eng­ 
land, and he has three children iii this country — 
one living in West Hartford and two iii Water­ 
bury. 
When Questioned in reference to th© crime 
for ‘which lie w in held, he related a story plausi­

He 
begins

lie represents Jackson to have been deaf 
and quite near-sighted. 
With the understanding 
that lie is beip'ved to have killed Jackson for his 
money, lie early begins to make it appear that he 
had no money to speak, of aud th at he (Richard*! 
used 
to buy 
of tile steward an occasional 
lunch and divide witlt his new-tound lr lend. 
lie 
told 
with apparent 
candor 
and grout 
m inuteness all that transpired between them 
on hoard the steamer at Quebec, at Montreal, at 
A bercorn up to the time when he bade his ti lend 
farewell. 
He says that the emigration office in 
Montreal got birn em ploym ent at Abercorn, a 
place about sixty miles from Montreal, aud hts 
fare was paid to that point. 
His friend Jackson, 
who had had a jot) and lost it on account of his 
inefficiency, wished to accompany lulu and was 
grieved that he did not have money enough to 
pay his fare. 
Richards pitied him, and although 
sbor&of money him self offered to pay one-halt of 
his faro 


T i l l . E n n b l c S J a c k . o n t o Clo w i t h f i l m , 
and just hero comes in the explanation which 
accounts for Jackson’s trunk aud a portion of 
his effects being in tho possession of Richards. 
When lite pair arrived at tho Montreal depot 
Jackson said lie had purchased a carpet-bag and 
only intended to carry witli him such articles 
as ho really needed,'amt 
to sell his trunk 
and the balance of his tilings. To tills prepo­ 
sition 
Rieitards 
ventured a protest, saying: 
"I will buy your stuff’, and as soon as you get 
a job you eau buy it back lf you please.” Tills 
was assented to, aud Jackson's trunks and the 
©tincts in it passed into Ricnaru’s bauds, and to­ 
day they silently accuse him of tile murder.

arriving at Abercorn the pair immediately set out 
in search of work, Jackson to hunt up a job and 
Richards to find the person to whom tne agent bad 
directed him. 
From this point his story Is most 
improbable.

No ono knew or any such man. lf his story Is 
true in this, then it is plain that tile emigration 
agent paid hts tare to Abercorn in order to got rid 
of film. 
After visiting a number of places in 
search of work, and were about giving it up in 
despair, they met an individual in a wagon who 
hailed them and asked them if they wanted work. 
Both gave un afb' motive answer, and the old 
tanner remarked that he wanted them to lie aide 
lo help milk, as he kept a number of cows, 
(in 
account of a bad hand, which had been maimed 
in a (actory, Richards said he was unable to milk, 
aud thus

In describing the parting, Richards was visibly 
affected, nud he could Dot keep back the tears. 
Ile says he took from his p o ck e t an envelope con­ 
taining bis address and gave it to him, as he now 
intended to come to Hartford to see his children. 
He then shook hands witli Jackson and they sep­ 
arated. 
At this point in the recital lie choked 
for utterance and fairly broke down, mid as tho 
tears flowed lie jerked out the words, "I’ve— 
never—seen—him—since." 
"I uid not know lie was dead till after my 
arrest,” ne continued; “and when I did hoar of it 
I could hardly believe it. You could have knocked 
me down with a feather I was so surprised." 
This was said with downcast eyes and us though 
struggling with ins emotions, hut most of the 
story was told while looking square at the re­ 
porter. 
After a pause he lifted bis eves again and 
showed animation as lie entered upon his defence. 
••Du you suppose III (he occasionally showed his 
nationality by dropping in the "Ii’’)'would have 
been fool enough to have given him til a t envelope 
with my Hartford address upon it ii I’d been 
going to kill bim? 
Would ill nave left my ad­ 
dress at the emigration offico if I had murdered 
my friend and wanted to ltido from the officers? 
Wny, only tit© Monday before my arrest Itv 1’ock- 
ard I got a letter from the emigration offico say­ 
ing there was a job waiting for me there.” 


" G u d K n o w . I urn I n n o c e n t . ’’ 
Richards did not seem to know tnat the detec­ 
tive who was working up tne case in Canada 
might have inspired that letter. 
Ile supposed it 
was honest mid tliinkl so still. 
In regard to the 
hooks aud other things belonging to the murdered 
man that were found in his possession, lie lias told 
how he came to have them, ami iii© fact that lie lias 
kept them lie regards as proof of ins innocence. 
No man guilty ut crime would openly display the 
proof of his guilt. He w< uld bury it, burn it, or 
hide it in some way. 
When asked why he tore 
out the tty leaf of a number of bocks containing 
the name of the murdered man, his answer was: “ I 
didn’t wish to give my daughter tile books with 
auvbndv eise’s name iii them. 
I know things

Charles Langhelmer, the old German made 
famous in Dickens’ "American Notes” as the 
subject of a pathetic description of tho effects of 
the solitary confinem ent system in the Eastern 
Penitentiary at Philadelphia fortv-two years ago. 
anil who appeared in Dickens’ eyes as "a de­ 
jected, heart-broken crimp) ii, whose lite has been 
cruelly tortured out of him ,” was released I rom tile 
service of lits nintti term, since Dickens first saw 
Iiiiii in that prison, Wednesday morning and made 
straight for the house of tils ontt daughter, who 
lives near Palmer and Richmond streets, Kensing­ 
ton. 
His trunk had preceded him, containing 
numerous articles of Ins own wondrous handi­ 
work while in prison, such ii* pictures, toys and 
various ingeniously constructed designs in wood. 
Hts leave-taking from the prison officials was 
characteristic. To their civil "Good-by Charlie. 
When are you coming back again'.’” the old man 
bridled 
up, 
threw 
back 
Ids 
head 
and, 
with Hashing eyes, showered 
upon them tile 
most violent torrent of billingsgate in German. 
This treatm ent, to men with whom he bad been 
on the best of terms ami accustomed to associate 
wit Ii daily for the past. two years and eight 
months, would look cruel from anybody else, but 
from Charlie Langbeimer It is merely taken as a 
matter of course. 
He wilt shortly celebrate ills 
79th birthday. 
His last term Was for three years 
for stealing money (rom a safe, lint good behavior 
enabled bim to come out, as It has always done 
before, tour montus ahead of the expiration ot 
his time.

After receiving a common school edu­ 
cation he studied law.

Mr. Woodman, and soon amassed a fortune. 
Mr. 
Washburn tir»t entered tho political arena in 
1858, advocating tile election ol John C. Fremont 
to the presidency, and runniug at tile same time 
us representative (rom the second Wisconsin 
district 
in 
tile 
national Congress. 
fie was 
elected and filloit the position for three suc­ 
cessive terms, declining a re-election in 1800. 
Mr. Washburn entered the service of his coun­ 
try as colonel of the Second Wisconsin Cavally. 
His career in the army was a brilliant one, 
although unmarked by any great engagem ent. 
He resigned from the army in June I, 1800. 
Having moved in the meantime to Lacrosse, 
ho was elected 
to 
Congress as 
tim repre­ 
sentative of 
tile 
seventh 
district 
in 
1800* 
and re-elected in 
1808, serving ids constit­ 
uents 
in

very 
acceptable 
manner. 
lie 
was a delegate to 
the soldiers’ convention 
which met In Pittsburg in 1800. 
In 1871 he 
declined a ro-electiou to Congress, and entered 
the lists as a candidate for guberu tonal honors. 
In this he was successful, being elected by a large 
majority, aud serving the State for one term.

was blowing from thirty-eight to forty miles per 
bonr, tout It subsided at sunrise. 
But little dam­ 
age to shipping is thus far reported, as the signal 
service had given ample warning of the approach 
of tho storm. 
The storm was especially severe is 
the lake region, where It centred on Wednesday 
and

is passing off tbs 
coast between M assachusetts and Cape Hatteras. 
Th* rainfall has 
been 
interm ittent, but the 
heaviest showers came down Sunday afternoon.

B ock B reeding for Profit. 
"VThere a person has the facilities for breed­ 
ing them , no other kind of poultry pays as w ell 
as ducks. 
T hey are hardy, easy to rear, and 
do not require as m uch water for th eir real 
needs as m any persons suppose. 
One of the 
m ost successfu l duck breeders I ever knew 
had only a sm all run, about eighteen inches 
w ide, passing near bis house, and around this 
was m ade th e “ du ck ery.” 
A nother breeder, 
w ho m akes a handsom e profit yearly from bis 
surplus stock of ducks, supplies his flock w ith 
water from the pum p d aily, a trough being 
laid from the pum p to a sm all artificial pond 
made of I lank, th e pond being about a foot 
deep, and fresh gravel kept in the bottom. 
E very 
fe w w eeks 
the 
pond is thoroughly 
cleaned out, to keep it free from filth and 
slim e. 
B y careful attention to the varied de­ 
tails 
of 
the 
m anagem ent, 
this 
m an 
succeeds in securing 
a very 
com fortable 
am ount of C hristm as m oney, and is naturally 
an earnest advocate of ducks. 
In breeding 
ducks, to secure the largest num ber o f young 
from the old birds, each season the setting of 
the first clutch of eggs should be done under 
ordinary hens. 
A ll the uuck eggs set, w hich 
are dropped 
before tho ducks show signs of 
brooding, should be set under com m on hens. 
B y penn ing a young and vigorous drake with 
th e ducks w hen they becom e broody, they soon 
forget it. aud erelong return to layin g, after 
w hich they can 
be perm itted to batch out a 
brood th em selves. 
B y perm itting them to set 
at first, they frequently do not return to la y ­ 
ing until late, which is so m uch lost tim e tn 
securing large birds for fa ll and winter sales. 
T he hens selected for hatching the early broods 
should he quiet, m edium -sized ones, aud those 
w h ich are tw o years old are more to he de­ 
pended upon that young pullets, w hich latter 
are apt to he restless, frequently deserting 
th e eggs. 
CAKE OF THE YOUNG. 
W h ile ducks, old and young, are naturally 
lou d of water, hundreds of du ck lings, w hile in 
th e “dow n y” state, are k illed by 
too m uch 
k in dness in th is respect. 
W ater, of course, 
should he supplied, hut only in sm all quanti­ 
ties daily, u sing shallow saucers fur the pur­ 
pose, to prevent the young ducks from becom­ 
ing w et and “ draegled.” 
They should he 
kept away from the water, not being perm itted 
to take a bath in it until they are four or five 
w eeks old, 
by 
which tim e they w ill have 
nearly com pleted the new dress of feathers in 
the place of the soft coat of down they were 
born w ith. 
W hen they are fu ll feattiered they 
can be rem oved to larger quarters, where they 
can have access to a sm all 
pond or run of 
water at all tim es. 
Large ponds or large 
itream s of water arc apl lo hold the enem ies 
of young ducklings, in the form of snakes, 
tu iiles. etc., so it is best to m ake use of sm all 
itreams^or artificial ponds until the ducks are 
nearly or quite fu ll grow n, to avoid this dancer 
aud loss. 
D ucks are greedy feeders, and to 
secure that m easure of profit from them which 
they are capable of givin g, they m ust be fed 
liberally from the start. 
The first food should 
consist of stale br va. m oisten ed in fresh m ilk, 
or of “ cottage ch eese,” to he supplem ented, in 
a short tim e, w ith occasional feeds of tho 
ih reds of w ell-cooked beef, cheap pieces being 
bought at the butcher’s for the purpose. U n til 
the 
birds are a few weeks old little corn­ 
m eal should be fed; for it has caused the death 
bt hundreds and thousands of young chicks 
sud d u ck lings at the lender age when such 
strong, heating food is sure to have a perni­ 


cious effect- 
It is desirable to h ave the corn­ 
m eal either scalded or boiled before b ein g fed, 
to m ake it more easily digested. 
Soon the 
ducklings w ill eat grains of wheat and cracked 
corn in connection w ith the oilier food. 
They 
should have, during 
good w eather, 
when 
the grass is dry, plenty of exercise, and espec­ 
ially on a grass plot where tho grass is short 
and fine, for they are very fond o f the tender 
blades of grass, iii the absence of w hich, salad, 
cabbage, etc., can be supplied. R egularity and 
frequency in the feeding is very desirable, and 
the tim e for feeding, 
until they are nearly 
half-grow n, should be at m orning, noon and 
even in g, with other feeds in the m id dle of the 
forenoon and tile m iddle of the afternoon, 
m aking five daily feeds. 
A fter th is tim e tw o 
or three feeds daily is enough, with one or two 
for the m atured anil laying birds, if they have 
their liberty, for they can then secure a large 
part of their food in the fields. 
For profitable 
m arket purposes, where it is desirable to have 
a pure-bred flock, I have invariably found the 
true-bred 
A ylesbury to 
return the greatest 
m easure of profit. 
They are hardy, prolific, 
good lavers, very dom estic, and m ake heavy 
w eights when hatched ea ily and fed Iib oially 
and regularly from the start. 
Drakes of this 
breed do w ell to cross w ith a flock of com m on 
ducks, as also do the Rouen, producing half- 
bloods, w hich return a satisfactory m easure of 
profit.— [T he Country G entlem an. 
W h ite H ollan d turkeys are hardy, of m e­ 
dium size, and rather pretty. 
They are not so 
large as the Bronze, and on the whole, per­ 
haps, not so profitable as a crop. 
T hey are a 
fancier’s rather than a practical keeper’s bird 
They are, how ever, a good turkey, if one likes 
the color. 
The Bronze turkey is m uch larger, 
about as healthy and hardy, and sligh tly more 
prolific. 
To the turkey raiser size is a very 
im portant point, and unless he can find an 
appreciating and discrim inating m arket, ho 
w ill m ake more m oney out of large than sm all 
birds. 


T H E R E A R IN G OF L A M B S. 


T o he a Good Nhepherd One Should Under­ 
stand Univ to Care for the Lam bi, 


BY HENRY STEWART. 


In som e branches of sheep herding the 
lam bs are the m ost profitable part of the flock, 
sellin g for more than the ram would, were it 
ready for the butcher. 
A nd w herever a flock 
is kept w ithin tw enty-four hours by express 
of a large city m arket, the lam bs w ill bring 
m om than the ewes, if they can be brought to 
m arket in good season and in the right con­ 
dition. 
B ut it is the fine art of sheep keeping 
to rear lam bs for m arket successfu lly, and yet, 
lik e all tho fine arts, it is very easy to be done 
when one knows how. 
A lth ough it is too late 
now, for this seasou, to set about raising lam bs 
for market, yet it is necessary to take tim e by 
the forelock in th is business, and to look ahead 
a year, or nearly so, before one can get into it. 
It m ay, therefore, be seasonable to discuss the 
m atter w hile tho present crop of 
lambs is 
being offered up, w ith the additions of m int 
sauce and F lorida green pease, on the Easter 
tables. 
A n d the first requisite, of course, is a 
flock of ew es. 
B ut som ething com es even 
before that, and this is a place to keep tim 
flock, aud this is the thing needful to think 
about ju st now. 
W e want a field in w hich we 
can turn a score or two of thrifty ew es about 
next Ju ly . 
A clover stnbble is ju st the thing, 
for there is nothing better than a clover after­ 
math for this flock. 
A n oat stubble is a good 
place for them if it is to he left fallow , and a 
poor, weedy pasture w ill answer very w ell, if 
som e little extra food, such as bran, oats or 
w heat screenings, can be given in tho field. 
A nd the flock may be selected at any tim e; a 
few can be picked up and a bargain secured. 
O therwise tho ew es should not be purchased 
until the place and the tim e are ready. 
Then, 
three or four-year-old, good-sized grade M erino 
or com m on native ew es, may bo picked up as 
they offer; and a H am pshire or a South Down 
ram, one year old past, be purchased to run 
w ith the ewes. 
For th is purpose I would as 
soon have iam bs in Janu ary or in D ecem ber as 
in February or March, 
MARCH IS A BAD MONTII FOR LAMBS 
to com e in, the cold, raw winds are worse than 
zero of a calm , sunny January day. 
A young 
ram a year or less old can be purchased at this 
season, when there is very little call for them , 
for m uch less m oney than next sum m er, when 
every oue w anting one is in a hurry to supply 
him self. 
So that this is another preparation 
for the business th at can be made now with 
advantage aud econom y. 
But som e farmers 
now have lam bs on their hands and want to do 
the best they can w ith them . 
Som e do too 
m uch and so effect very little good, lur a lam b 
cannot be forced with food very safely or suc­ 
cessfu lly. 
It can digest the ew e’s m ilk best, 
and th at is therefore the best food, so that to 
feed th e lam b the shepherd m ust feed the ewe, 
aud thus increase and enrich the lam b’s nat­ 
ural food. 
W hen a lam b is com pletely dis­ 
owned and abandoned by the ewe, it may be 
raised to a good sheep by m eans of cow ’s 
m ilk, 
but a fat m arket lam b was never, or 
hardly ever, 
thus 
raised. 
The 
best lam b 
ever 
sen t 
to 
the 
m arket by 
the 
writer, 
was 
one 
that 
was 
a 
general 
robber, 
stealing up to the ew es behind aud sucking 
them , tho ew es qu ietly grazing, all oblivious 
of the substitution, u n til, suspecting som e­ 
thing, they would turn suddenly and send 
away the thief. 
A ew e that has lost her lam b 
may be made foster mother to one or even tw o 
or three, and lam bs so fostered w ill grow 
am azingly, and becom e very fat and heavy. It 
is even a risky thing to begin feeding bran or 
oats to a lam b before it is two m onths old, lest 
the unwonted food should disorder the diges­ 
tive organs, and the lam b go back instead of 
forward. 
B u t if done very cautiou sly the 
lam b m ay be benefited. 
T ho habit of the 
writer has been to take som e o f the finest of 
the clover hay, specially put aside for the 
lam bs and their darns at this period, aud cut 
it in to chaff, w etting it and sprinkling a little 
fine bran and corn aud oats very finely ground 
over it, arid m ixing it even ly. W h en the ewes 
are fed a little of th is fodder is 
pm into a 
sm all trough outside of the ew es’ pens, where 
the lam bs can get through a sm all opening to 
it. 
B y and by they find it 
AND BEGIN TO NIBBLE A LITTLE, 
aud soon w ill corno and take a feed several 
tim es a day if it is provided for them . 
A 
quart is enough at first for ten or tw elve lam bs, 
hut in a week or two, after gettin g used to it, 
each one w ill cat a pint a day of the m ixed 
food. 
T his is very useful to them when on 
fresh grass, as it prevents the tendency of the 
grass to scour the lam bs. 
This food should 
also be continued for the ew es, as the young 
grass and herbage eaten by them w ill h a v e 
t oe sam e effect, through them , upon the lam bs. 
E very threatened disorder of 
the digestive 
organs should he watched for and anticipated, 
for one day’s sick ness w ill require a week of 
recovery, and may easily knock off live pouuds 
from the w eight o f the lam b when it goes to 
market. 
O verfeeding is tho great and ever­ 
present danger. 
T he lam bs are doing w ell, 
aud one is so apt to think a little more feed 
w ill m ake them do a little better; aud a little 
more y et w ill do yet a little more. 
B ut the 
verge is overstepped all at once and the lam bs 
are off their feed, or their ears droop and they 
ban g their heads and look rough and harsh. 
Then the feeder’s little profit has gone, and all 
his care and trouble have com e to naught. 
"L et w ell enough alone” and 
“ M ake haste 
slow ly” w ill apply very forcibly to this busi­ 
ness. 
I f the lam bs are to be kept all this care 
and trouble m ay still lie profitably spent upon 
them , excepting so far as that they do not re­ 
quire to lie kept fat. 
fia t a grow ing lam b of 
the ripht kind w ill got fat, ana if it is thin it 
is in a poor w ay; aud if we w ant good sheep 
we m ust m ake good lam bs to begin w ith. 
A 
lam b of forty pounds at three m onths w ill, if 
It goes on as it has begun, 
MAKE A 150-POUND SHEEP AT TWO YEARS, 
and where the lam bs cannot be conveniently 
sold, the next profitable thing to do with one 
is to m ake a heavy two-year-old of it. 
A 
word or tw o in regard to operating on lam bs. 
M arket lam b s do not require docking or cas­ 
tration. 
B ut those to 
he kept should be 
operated on when a week old. 
The tail is 
then ea sily cut, the bone being soft and cartil­ 
aginous, 
and 
tl.e 
vessels bleed very little. 
Indeed the lam bs at that age don’t seem to 
care in the least for the operation live m inutes 
after it has been performed. 
T he operation 
is best performed by tw o persons; one holds 
the lam b under bis arm, abd taking the tail in 
both hands, draws tile skiu upwards as far as 
h eca n ; the other w ith a pair of sharp sheep 
shears, or oilier shears, clios the tail through 
at a stroke about tw o inches from the rump. 
T he loose skiu returns over the stum p, a pinch 
of powdered blue stone applied cauterizes tile 
wound, and the lam b w ill he skipping about 
very soon afterwards. 
Castration of a week or 


ten-days-old lam b is as easily performed. T he 
lamb is placed upon its back on the operator’s 
knees, the scrotum , very sm all at this tim e, 
is held betw een tho fingers and thum b and 
clipped off bodily with a pair of shears. 
A 
pinch of sugar "is tho best to a p tly to the 
wound, and if a plaster of cob-web is laid 
upon it the bleedin g w ill very qu ick ly stop. 
Persons who havo practised this m ethod for 
years never lost a land), w hile a three or four- 
motiths old Iam b suffers excruciatingly from 
the operation, and its bleating and com plain­ 
ing give a sore heart to tile tender owners of 
tlie>e gentle creatures. 
A considerable pro­ 
portion of em asculated older lambs are lost by 
neglect of the precaution 
of 
opening the 
scrotum ut the very bottom and of putting a 
little plug of wool into the opening to keep it 
free and clear of 
the suppuration.—[R ural 
X ew Yorker. 


T R IC K . F A R M IN G . 


Rotation of Crop*— Profit! o f the B utine!* 
—Sugue»tii>n», E tc. 
This tim e it is am ong the truck farm ers of 
New* Jersey. 
There is a difference betw een a 
truck farm er and m arket gardener. 
Tho for­ 
mer devotes only a portion of his land to vege­ 
table and sm all fruit crops, w hilo the latter is 
not a farmer at all, but sim ply a gardener. 
The principal crops of the Jersey truck farm ers 
in the order of their im portance are sugar 
corn, tom atoes, 
cabbage, w hite 
and sw eet 
potatoes, egg plants, turnips, pease, beans, 
asparagus. 
M ost farm ers m ake a specialty of 
som e one or tw o of these, and build a reputa­ 
tion on their specialty, w hile 
they, in a gen­ 
eral way, cu ltivate m ost of the others. 
W e 
found one m an celebrated for his cantaloupes, 
another for cabbage, another sweet potatoes, 
etc. O nly in the district sk irtin g the D elaw are 
river, betw een Cam den aud B urlington, is m uch 
donew itb pease. T he pea growers also grow to­ 
matoes largely, and get a crop of each from 
the sam e land each year; pease and m elons 
also go together. 
A strawberry patch m ay ho 
ploughed down aud succeeded by sw eet corn 
or late tom atoes or rutabagas, and thus gut 
two crops from the land in oue season. 
E arly 
snap beans may be succeeded by flat turnips, 
etc. 
A system atic truck farm er gave us his 
m ethod and rotation as follow s: 
I. Sugar 
corn; 2. Sw eet potatoes; 3. W aterm elons aud 
cantaloupes or cucum ber pickles. The ground, 
which is ligh t truck laud, is then seeded with 
rye and clover. 
Tho rye is generally removed, 
but som etim es not. 
T he clover is alw’ays left 
on the ground to be ploughed under for the 
sam e rotation again. 
On another part of this 
farm pease and tom atoes are grown together. 
P ease are not considered a very profitable crop, 
but they are planted early in rows and wheu 
they grow up they serve as a protection to 
youn g tom ato plants w hich are set in rows 
between 
Som etim es w hite potatoes or sugar 
corn are planted after the early pease, aud this 
is succeeded by a crop of flat turnips. 
GIVING TUREK CROPS IN A SEASON. 
Cabbage does best ou heavier land, aud is 
usually planted on a portion of tho pasture 
field. 
Cabbage is follow ed by field corn tho 
succeeding year, and then the regular rotation 
of white potatoes, follow ed by rye or wheat 
and grass for hay ami pasture. 
A t a distance 
ut a few m iles back from the river m ost of the 
farm s have portions of heavier land adapted to 
cereals and hay crops, cabbage, white potatoes 
and field corn to carry dairy and other stock. 
E xclu sive truck-farm ing is confined to locali­ 
ties near the river aud m arkets, as a inaner of 
convenience in procuring manure and dispos­ 
in g of crops. 
T rucking on this ligh t, sandy 
soil requires large quantities of manure, which 
is procured in the city and transported by boat 
or rail. 
T hough truckers who deliver produce 
in the city d aily often load back with manure, 
hut it is generally found cheaper to transport 
by boat, as hauling is heavy work on the sandy 
roads. 
Tho m anure is the heaviest item of 
expense iu truck farm ing, whereas, in market 
gardening, labor is the m ost expensive item. 
T hese two item s require fu lly four-fifths o f all 
the capital aud expenditure needed in the 
business, but in the hands of live men truck 
farm ing is profitable w ithal. 
The dairy, the 
poultry-yard, sheep aud pork are very im ­ 
portant branches of industry on farms, exon 
where trucking, is carried ou,|l>eyond a lim it 
of say leu m iles from the city. 
T his m ixed 
husbandry is necessary to keep up the laud by 
m aking large quantities of manure. 
A POINT TO BF. NOTED HERE IS THIS I 
On thousands of farms in other States, and in 
the neighborhood of towns and cities, the ow n­ 
ers can m ake it profitable to raise truck. 
The 
warm, ligh t sands of New’ Jersey, where prop­ 
erly fertilized with m anures, marl and phos­ 
phates, produce th e best kind of truck, fruits 
and vegetables. 
L ight, easily-tilled land only 
is adapted to successful trucking of the finer 
sorts, to the best melons, cantaloupes, sw eet 
potatoes, etc. 
But sugar corn, tom atoes, white 
potatoes, cabbages, lim a beans, pease, aspara­ 
gus, beets, onions, etc., can he grown of good 
quality and sold at a profit alm ost anywhere. 
N o fanner w ill m ake m uch of a m istake if lie 
have land adapted to these crops, in cu ltivat­ 
ing them . 
A m arket for this kind cf produce 
is not hard to find in m ost localities east of 
the M ississippi. 
The th in e may bo started on 
a sm all scale and gradually increased as tile 
m arket demands. 
The net profits of m arket 
gardeners who are near the largo cities are at 
least $ 3 0 0 per acre, on an average. These men 
raise early cabbage, lettuce and celery, or the 
rotation may be early beets or onions, follow ed 
by horseradish or sw eet herbs, as sage, thym e, 
savory, etc., gettin g tw o or three crops a year 
from the land. 
Tho labor expense is quite 
high in these cases, but alter all expenses are 
paid there is often $ 5 0 0 to $ 0 0 0 per aero left 
as clear profit. 
B u t the truck farmers in vest 
less capital and raise different crops, and are 
satisfied w ith .smaller returns 
A n average of 
the figures reported to us during our tour 
am ong the truckers is about $ 5 0 net per acre. 
Some figures w ere m uch 
higher than this, 
w hilo som e were lower. 
This, we take it, is 
a better profit titan the ordinary farm ing gives. 
The regular truck farmers take no stock in the 
“ FIVE OR TI V ACRES ENOUGH” 
theory, u n less it be in the near vicin ity of the 
large cities, wtiere m anure can be bought and 
crops sold at nearly or quite retail prices. 
W ith these conditions and enough capital, 
gum ption and energy, ten acres may be enough 
for one man to manage. 
But with lite capital 
and energy required to run a m arket garden, 
a m an eau buy ana run a good farm a few m iles 
farther back. 
T his is equally true of any 
locality. 
The m ost profit is found in the near 
v icin ity of the m arkets, but the m ost ease arid 
independence is found on tho farm. 
There 
are m any farms in the neighborhood of inland 
tow n and cities w ell enough adapted to ordi­ 
nary trucking to m ake tile b u sin ess'profitable. 
Im probable as it may seem , every inland town 
and citv w ithin titty to seventy-five m iles of 
P h iladelph ia (w est of tho D elaw are river) is 
supplied with the great bulk of its vegetables 
and truck from the w holesale markets on our 
wharves in Philadelphia. 
These towns and 
villages w ould prefer fresh, unbuffered sup­ 
plies 
if they could get them , and would be 
w illin g to pay fair prices for them . 
Trucking 
is 
liko any other kind of business. 
W here 
brains aud cap ital,are nut iuto it, success w ill 
be pretty certain to follow anyw here where 
ibere is a m arket. 
E sp ecially on the A tla n tic 
slope m ust farmers look to the situation and 
see which crops w ill pay the best. 
The N orth­ 
w est is opening a cam paign in the dairy bu si­ 
ness w hich w ill soon create a com petition that 
w ill be felt here. 
Our husbandry m ust under­ 
go som e changes. 
W h at outlook is tlieie in 
the direction of truck and fruit farm ing? 
L et 
our farm ers decide.—[F arm Journal.

abd plaster on his tobacco land was quite 
elated over raising as nice looking a crop of 
tobacco us I over saw. 
H is disapp ointm en t 
w as at its height w hen it w as found that, the 
tobacco would not burn. 
A cigar rolled from 
th is lea f would, when sm oked, look lik e a niece 
of stove-pipe. Salt w ill alw ays produce the sam e 
effect upon tobacco, hence growers should look 
sharp at som e of the Special fertilizers prepared 
sp ecially for use in Hie valley, th at they do 
not injure the crops by the use of this sub­ 
stance. 
It is rumored that som o of the com ­ 
pounds of fish and potash contain salt, aud, 
perhaps, such may be the case w ith som e of 
the chem ical preparations sold as fertilizers. 
U pon request any 
trustw orthy 
finn 
would 
lea v e out the salt in com pounding special to­ 
bacco fertilizers. 
The dealers aud m anufac­ 
turers desire a lea f w hich averages heavier 
thau th e bom mon crops. 
In tobacco parlance, 
A ‘ FLESHY LtfAF” IS DEMANDED.* 
Such crops w ill stand a second sweat, w hile 
that is im possible with a th in, Blazy leaf. 
To 
secure such a heavy leaf, esp ecially where the 
soil is ligh t, some description of fertilizer 
m ust be applied that w ill bold out and supply 
plan t food until tile tobacco plan t bas com ­ 
pleted its growth. 
In this class I may m en­ 
tion fish guano, castor pom ace and cotton-seed 
m eal, all good and desirable m aterials for ac­ 
com plishing the desired end, even where the 
the land is quite heavy. 
Iii Hie case of tw o 
crops of H avana seed grow ing last soason in 
th is valley, and w ithin four m iles of each 
other, the one looked as heavy w hile standing as 
the other,vet the crop upon w hich special fertil­ 
izers W’ere used yielded fu lly 4 0 0 pounds more 
to the acre than the other upon w hich only stable 
m anure was applied. 
Both crops were sold to 
the sam e party, and both brought tw enty cents 
per pound. 
The difference of 4 0 0 pounds at 
tw enty cents per pound w ould give eigh ty dol­ 
lars in favor of the first crop as compared 
w ith the second, arid it is quite probable that 
the crop giving the ligh test w eig h t had re­ 
ceived 
greater outlay in m anure than tho 
other. 
There was no perceptible difference tit 
tho soil of the tw o fields, and th is year the 
grower who marketed the lig h t crop last sea­ 
son proposes to apply som e kind of special fer­ 
tilizer in connection w ith the stable m anure. 
T obacco growers should rem em ber that they 
should never attem pt to m u ltinlv acres at the 
exp en se'of good crops; also that tobacco with 
good burning qualities' w ill alw ays be in de­ 
m and.—[Cultivator. 
T he Management of Flant-Bed*. 
Successful tobacco growers everyw here have 
learned th at in securing an abundant supply of 
healthy plants lies one of the principal points 
in raising a good crop of tobacco. 
F ailure 
w ith plants in m any instances m eans partial 
failure, at least, all the w ay through, for tho 
reason that good tobacco plants are not often 
to be found, either for the ask in g or for the 
b u yin g in proper season of planting. It is favor­ 
able to success if tho tobacco raiser has learned 
th at it is difficult to raise su ccessfu lly a suffi- 
ciout quantity of plants to set ou t his patch in 
good 
season, for then 
tho necessary 
pre­ 
cautions frill be taken in the m anagem ent of 
the plan t-bed. 
A very critical tim e com es im ­ 
m ediately after the seed 
is sown, and Hie 
dangor continues for several weeks, or until the 
grow ing seedlings have obtained sufficient 
foothold in the soil to w ithstand som e neglect. 
It is to prevent danger of failure at this tim e 
that th e custom of applying hog’s bristles to 
the beds after sow ing the seed has com e into 
use in the Lancaster section of P en n sylvan ia. 
The bristles act as a m ulch in preventing the 
surface of the soil from becom ing dry, w hich 
w ould destroy the sprouted seed ly in g on the 
surface. 
A nother m ethod, nearly or quite 
as efficient, is to spread old carpets or like m a­ 
terial on the sashes after sow in g tho seed, to 
keep out the bright su n lig h t and prevent the 
soil from becom ing dry or the seedlings from 
scalding. 
W hen a covering of this kind is 
used it should uot be left on moro thau ten 
clavs, when it should be rem oved and the bed 
watched closely aud prevented from drying by 
frequent sprinklings. 
I do not m ean to be 
understood to say that a coverin g of any kind 
is necessary, hut it is advisab le because it is a 
menus of safety and alm ost ensures success. 
A ll that is required duriug th e first two or 
three weoks aller sow ing the seed, is to keep 
the surface of the soil in the bed damp, and 
to prevent scorching of th e plants bv raising 
the sashes wheu tho sun shines very warm. 
TOO MUCH WATER IS INJURIOUS 
to the plants and retards grow th, aud it should 
lie applied to the bed through a sprinkling pot 
having alin e nose. 
The observing farmers of 
southerndfeu psylvatiia have learned that no 
sprinkling which they can give their tobacco 
plunts is so beneficial to them as a warm 
shower, and hence, the glass is rem oved as 
rain 
approaches, unless it be a cold shower, 
w hen it is usually thought best to leave the 
plants covered, unless advanced in growth. It 
is very rarely that a tobacco bed has been so 
carefully and sk ilfu lly m anaged th at little or 
no ween mg is 
necessary. 
In m ost cases 
w eeding the plants is a loug and tedious task. 
I t is well to com m euce w eeding as soon as the 
weeds become large enough to pull, and the 
more thoroughly the work is executed the bet­ 
ter for the young plants, which need a ll the 
room and fertilizers in the soil for rapid aud 
healthful growth. 
To hasten the growth of 
the plants it is custom ary and advisable, I be­ 
lieve, to apply to tho heil liquid manure. T his 
m ay bo made in several sim ple ways or it m ay 
usually bo found already prepared in hollow 
places in the barnyard. 
T here is nothing bet­ 
ter than this barnyard m anure water, unless it 
be soap-suds, either of w hich gives rapid and 
healthy growth to the plants aud supplies to 
the soil the necessary elem ents of fertility for 
the production of plants. 


C U L T IV A T IO N OF T IIE PO T A T O . 


T he Moat -Desirable Feature! to be A t­ 
tained. 
A m ong the m ost desirable features for the 
growers of lea f tobacco to attain is a crop that 
w ill burn, leavin g a w hite ash. 
The burning 
q uality, iu th is direction, can be improved 
by the use of a sin gle barrel of stone lim e to 
tho acre under tobacco culture. 
Blake the 
lim e and spread it as ev en ly as possible over 
the acre of ground as soon as ploughing is 
com pleted. 
In corroboration of my own ex­ 
perience, Mr. Joseph E . "Wight, a prom inent 
grower and dealer at N orth H atfield, recetitly 
inform ed m e that he bad entirely changed the 
burning q u alities of the tobacco grosvn on his 
farm, by u sing lim e in the m anner outlined 
above. 
F orm erly, his land produced a leaf 
that had a good appearance, but, burned with 
a darkish gray ash, w hilo the growth of recent 
seasons has a superior ash, quite w hite enough 
to 
please 
consum ers. 
In 
the 
alkaline 
limiter 
now 
taken 
up 
by 
the 
plant, 
there 
is an 
increased 
am ount 
of 
lim e 
and a d iu iiu sh td percentage of potash. 
I 
desire again to rem ind the growers of tobacco 
that Hie use of salt in connection with the 
growth of tobacco w ill destroy the burning 
qualities of the leaf. 
A few years since a 
neighbor whw ua.-d quite aa uiuouut of salt

In speaking of root crops, wre have the hab it 
of inclu ding am ong th e lists tho potato, but a 
tuber, although strictly speaking it is not a root, 
w hich is in reality an underground stem , 
naturally o f considerable size and abnorm ally 
developed by cu ltivation . 
One of the leadin g 
qualities o f the potato is an extraordinary pro­ 
duction of starch, far exceed in g in am ount 
th at produced by other form s of any escu len t 
w ith w hich it can be com pared, an equal 
am ount of ground yield in g som e tw enty tim es 
greater w eight than in wheat. 
The dry m at­ 
ter of good potatoes consists alm ost w holly of 
starch, and they are accordingly deficient in 
uitrogou and ill adapted for an ex clu siv e arti­ 
cle of diet. 
Tim potato is a native of the ele­ 
vated valleys of M exico, P eru and C hili, and 
was probably carried from Bpain to Peru about 
tb s year 1*520. 
Prescott, 
in h is history 
o f tim “ C onquest of Peru by the Spaniards,” 
sneaks of 
it 
as being cu ltiv a ted by 
the 
Peruvians at th at tim e. 
It was probably in­ 
troduced iuto V irginia from F lorid a by the 
Spanish explorers, and 
into Great B ritain 
from V irgin ia by Sir Joh n H aw k in s iii 1 5 0 0 . 
In the seventeenth century it was cultivated 
on a sm all scale in the N etherlands, B urgundy 
aud Italy, aud in 1 0 0 5 , on account of its great 
yield, was recoin m ended by the B ritish Royal 
Society for introduction into Ireland as a safe­ 
guard against fam ine, but it was not u n til 
near the 
m id dle of tho eighteenth century 
th at it acquired any real im portance in Europe, 
outside of Ireland. 
I t was little regarded in 
V irginia, and seem s to have been unknow n 
here in N ew E n glan d u n til the eighteenth 
century, w’hen 
it was brought 
here from 
Ireland about th e year 1 7 2 0 , being at first 
looked upon as a curiosity, but gradually began 
to be appreciated as an article of diet, and was 
cultivated 
very ex ten siv ely . 
Potatoes 
are 
hardy and grow w ell throughout a vast ex­ 
tent of the earth’s surface. 
They yield best in 
the Northern Slates, esp ecially N ew York, 
N ew E ngland , and also in C anada. 
They are 
also successful iv cultivated in Europe up to 
6 0 ’ N. tat. iii Sweden. 
One peculiarity of 
the potato is, th at in order to grow the Baun) 
Variety 
THE TUBER MUST BE PLANTED, 
tho seed-ball producing m any different kinds. 
Dr. H cxam er of N ew C astle, N . Y ., a high 
authority on potato culture, keeps constantly 
on hand as a standard of com parison over 3 0 0 
different varieties, and new varieties might, be 
produced apparently 
w ithout lim it by the 
necessary effort. 
The varieties m ost esteem ed 
ut the present tim e as a product for consum p­ 
tion are the B urly 
Rose, 
Peerless, Prolific, 
Late Rose, Beauty of Hebron, C lark’s N o. I , 
E arly V erm ont and Gurnet C hili. 
The pro­ 
duction of the potato has been constantly on 
the increase for m any years, until a l the pres­ 
ent tim e it takes a high rank am ong the agri­ 
cultural products of the world. 
In the U nited 
States the average value 
of 
som e of tho 
products 
from 
1 8 7 2 
to 
1 8 8 0 
were: 
O f

Is very evid en t that in the cultivation of crops 
of such im portance in relation to the existen ce 
of the hum an fa m ily , correct principles should 
he sought and earn ed i ut so that producers 
may receive the largest return possible for the 
labor and capital em ployed in their prod'.lo­ 
tion. animat the sam e tim e give the consum er 
the advantage of a bountiful harvest. 
N ature 
is alw ays ready to do her part, if we work in 
conform ity with her law s. 
The first thought 
th at occurs to tho farm er in regard to any crop 
th at he intends to cultivate would naturally 
lie, w hat elem en ts of plant food m ust he sup­ 
plied to the soil so that the crop may attain in 
its growth the greatest degree of perfection; 
how can it ho otherw ise than that those d e ­ 
m ents of w hich the plant itself is com posed 
should be supplied to the soil, as it is from the 
soil that it draws m ost of its nourishm ent. 
H a v in g satisfied ourselves in regard to that 
point we wish to find out w hat kind of soil is 
best adapted to its growth. 
Tho potato in its 
wild state is 


ALYVAY’S FOUND ON HIGH LAND, 
and reaches its high est state o f perfection 
where the soil is deep aud porous, a stiff, clay 
soil being ill adapted to its m ost perfect devel­ 
opm ent. 
Therefore in selectin g a field for its 
cu ltiv a tio n th at fact should alw ays be kept in 
m ind. 
Iii preparing our land for a crop of 
potatoes w e should take a field th at has been 
cu ltivated one year at least, so th at tho soil 
m ay be thoroughly rotted, esp ecially if we 
intend to grow a quick-m aturing variety, lik e 
the E arly Rose, as they m ature in so short a 
tim e that un less th e soil is very m ellow , allo w ­ 
ing the fibrous roots an opportunity to pene­ 
trate it freely aud quickly, we sh all fail to 
realize :he best results. In fertilizin g our land 
for potatoes we should apply a heavy dressing 
of stable m anure broadcast^ then plough it in, 
being careful to plough the ground fine so as 
to thoroughly m ix the dressing with the soil. 
T hen apply 3 0 0 or 4 0 0 
pounds of 
su l­ 
phate 
of 
potash, 
or 
its 
eq u ivalen t 
in 
som e 
other 
form, 
on 
top 
of 
the 
fur­ 
rows, 
harrowing 
ligh tly 
w ith 
a com m on 
barrow. 
A s potash in the soil favors the for­ 
m ation ot starch in the new t tiber, it is very 
essen tial that there should be a good supply in 
the soil in order that we may have a first-class 
m arket potato. 
W e pan now proceed to fur­ 
row out the land, and the best tool I have 
found for that purpose is oue of Shares’ horse 
hoes, as we can regulate tile depth o f the fur­ 
row by ’raising or low ering the w heel at the 
en d .of the beam. 
Before using, rem ove the 
teeth and close up the wings. T he field should 
be furrowed threo feet or three feet and six 
inches apart, then it Is ready for the seed. 
In 
the selection and preparing of seeds I am 
aw are th at there is a great difference o f opin­ 
ion am oug farm ers. 
Mv experien ce is all in 
favor of w hole tubers for plan tin g. 
W e m ay 
be able to grow good crops for a few years 
from cut potatoes, but after aw hile the yield 
w ill grow less. 
It is very com m on to bear a 
farm er rem ark that he m ust change his seed, 
but in m y opinion this is all needless, for 
I HAVE GROWN THE EARLY' ROSE 
ever since they were first introduced, n e\rer 
h avin g changed tho seed, 
hut la v e alw ays 
planted m edium -sized w hole potatoes. 
I have 
noticed in m any cases that I got no moro stalk s 
in a h ill from w hole seed than from pieces. 
O ne great d isad van tage we labor under when 
we cut our seed is th at if the w eather happens 
to be dry at the tim e of p lan tin g they som e­ 
tim es fa il to sprout, and we are obliged to re­ 
plan t our field or seed 
to som e other crop, a 
difficulty that we avoid by using w hole pota­ 
toes. 
It is my practice to drop one potato in iv 
place, fifteen Inches apart iii th e row, if I grow 
a variety lik e the E arly Rose, but not quite so 
near if for those strong-grow ing varieties liko 
the G arnet C hili. 
I f the ground is m ellow 
and free from larg* stones and stum ps, the 
land being furrowed one way six inches deep, 
and we press the seed ligh tly w ith the foot, 
we can cover very quickly (if tho field is in 
th e 
right 
form) 
by 
passing 
across 
the 
furrows 
w ith 
a hu-h drawn by tw o horses; 
it 
leaves 
the 
ground 
perfectly 
level, 
at 
the sam e tim e k ills such w eeds as m ay have 
started, also leaves the ground in perfect 
condition to receive tile rain fall 
A s all the 
new tubers grow above the seed potato, we 
should cover our seed at least four inches deep; 
wheu 
we com e to hill it w ill leave enough 
earth over the new tubers so that all w ill ho 
underground, aw ay from the su n ligh t, w hich 
is a very necessary precaution, for if they com e 
to the ligh t they xvi 11 be ruined as an article of 
diet. 
In the care of a field of potatoes during 
the period of thoir grow th, the ground should 
ho kept perfectly level u n til the last hoeing; 
then, after thoroughly cu ltiv a tin g betw een the 
rows, take a horse hoe and h ill by passing be­ 
tw een the rows once. 
T hen look them over to 
s e e that no weeds are left grow ing, or any vines 
covered up. 
T hen they require no more care 
u n til they are ready to harvest, except to keep 
aw ay the potato beetle. 
T hat can be done by 
m ixing h a lf a pound o f paris green w ith about 
fifty pounds w heat flour to the acre, going 
over the field and siftin g the m ixture upon tho 
vines w hile the dew is on, tw o applications 
being u su ally enough for an early variety. 
I 
prefer flour for the reason that it forms a paste 
UDOH the leaves that th e rains w ill not readily 
wash off. 
WE SHOULD PLANT OCR POTATOES EARLY, 
esp ecially early varieties, or else very late, say 
about the m iddle of Jun e, as they are m ost 
sure to blast if planted about the first of June. 
If w e desire to g et our potatoes ready for Hie 
m arket as early as possible, it may bo econom y 
to apply 2 0 0 pounds of phosphate to the acre, 
dropping a little w ith each potato at tile tim e 
of planting. 
A s soon as the tops are dead the 
crop should be dug and put into tile cellar or 
sold. 
If put in the cellar, keep them on the 
cellar bottom In a pile not over three feet deep; 
if the cellar is inclined to be wet at tim es, 
place a layer of boards down first, being care­ 
fu l to exclude the ligh t but not air. 
They 
should be nicked up as fast as dug and put in 
barrels ana carried im m ediately to th e cellar, 
if the weather is verv warm, as it is not desir­ 
able to have them heated through by the sun. 
Of the varieties best adapted to this section of 
the country for table use I consider the E arly 
Rose first, last and alw ays, they being of fine 
quality as w ell as prolific, 
if the field is 
rich 
anc] 
suited 
to 
the 
growth. 
The 
laud 
where 
they 
are 
grown 
can, 
if 
necessary, 
he 
sown 
w ith 
barley 
for 
late feed for stock. 
Grass seed can ba sown 
w ith tile barley, relievin g us from the labor of 
seedin g in the busy season next spring, thus 
securing two crops, when if a late variety 
were grown we should obtain hut one. 
T hey 
keep well u n til late in the spring if tho tem ­ 
perature of tho cellar is kent low so as to pre­ 
ven t sprouting. 
In m y opinion the cu ltiva­ 
tion of the potato iu years past, as one of our 
main crops, bas done more to exhaust our soil 
than has any one crop we have cultivated. 
The ash of the tuber together w ith tho ash of 
the tops being composed 
alm ost w holly of 
potash and phosphoric acid (5<J per cen t of 
the form er and 2 0 per cent of the latter), it 
cannot bo otherw ise than that there w ill be 
too large an am ount ot those ingredients in 
proportion to tho other elem ents taken from 
tile soil, unless they be added to tho fertilizer 
used to grow the crop in the proportion needed 
to supply its dem ands. 
Therefore if we can ­ 
not receive enough for our crop to more than 
com pensate us for our labor and capital e m ­ 
ployed in their production, we sh all ba in 
better stan d in g fin ancially n ot to grow thorn 
at a ll.— [N ew E n glan d Farm er.

Tho best feed for a breeding mare is w heat 
bran and oats. 
l f she is old tho oats should be 
ground and the feed m ixed h a lf aud half. 
I f 
in good vigorous condition, a n i uot Yvorked, 
two quarts a day is am ple, bu t if required to 
labor, the feed should be increased to eigh t or 
twelY’e quarts per day, according to circum ­ 
stances. 
breeding mares w ill generally do 
w ell when fed on hay alone, btu the hay 
should alw ays be free from m ould. 
C lover 
hay is tim Iwst, and clover and tim othy next 
best; a change to straw, if free from rust aud 
sm ut, is not injurious, and w hen not w orking 
is beneficial, fed once a day, as it tends to 
m aintain a good appetite. 
A mare in foal 
should be allow ed exercise d aily in the barn­ 
yard, to give opportunity’ to roll, aud it would 
be better to confine her lot)<o In a box-stall 
thau tie lier up. 
G eutle d rivin g on the road or 
even work w ill not injure her. 
M any persons 
work th eir breeding mares in a team up to the 
tim e of foaling, and have them do w ell. 
T his 
is a m uch better plan than to keep them tied 
up in a stall. 
I kept a breeding mare eleven 
years, w intering ber on hav le ft by the sheep, 
aud sue had a colt each year, every one being 
perfect in health and form. 
T his mare did no 
work 
and did not get any grain. 
The mare 
should never, when 
advanced in 
foal, 
bo 
turned in a yard or field with other horses, 
lf 
there is a scanty sim ply of m ilk when the colt 
is 
born 
the m other should be fed w heat 
m iddlings at the rate of eigh t or tw elve quarts 
a day, b eginn ing w ith four aud increasing the 
feed daily. 
E xcessive reeding m ight lead to 
derangem ent of tho bow els, w hich would be 
injurious to the colt. 
A very little salt should 
be given at a tim e, and care be taken to avoid 
exposure to either wet or cold. 
It is alw ays 
hest to Jet a mare run to grass, if it is large 
enough for a bite, before foa lin g ; it w ill help 


W H A T F A R M E R S SH O U L D K N O W . 


T im ely Hint* and V aluable Suggestion*. 
Corn has an im portant place in the sy stem 
of preserving green fodder, but the aim should 
be to preserve all the grasses, th at the en sil­ 
age ration m ay bo as varied, rich and com ­ 
plete as the feed cattle get at pasture. 
One 
m ost im portant result hoped from th is sys­ 
tem is that it w ill en ab le the farm er to carry 
a larger stock on the resources of his own 
farm. 
It is abu ndantly proved that cattle 
fatten aud cows yield m ilk m ost acceptably on 
good pasture. 
The gain iu beef or tho yield 
of m ilk is never higher than on tho best grass, 
so let the en sila g ist aim at fillin g his silo w ith 
a variety of grasses app roxim ating lo those 
found in an old pasture or a peren nial m eadow. 
Corn is good as far as it goes, but it is a moro 
partial food than any other of Hie natural or 
cu ltivated grasses. 
It yields a largo am ount 
of fodder per acre, aud Is therefore profitable, 
but 
it 
should 
bo 
ensilaged 
w ith 
the 
clovers, w ith 
m illet, 
pease 
and 
oats, and 
w ith a ll tho 
m eadow 
grasses. 
Mr. O. Ii. 
Potter, one of th e earliest and m ost constant 
experim enters w hh ensilage, said, at the late 
en silage congress, that he preferred red clover 
to any other sin gle plant, hut th at he found it 
best to m ix in m an y kinds of green food In 
the sam e silo. T his m ust be considered the true 
end to he sought. 
L et the silo contain a per­ 
fect ration for the production of m eat, m ilk 
or wool. 
Then 
stock-feeding on a farm be­ 
com es ind ep en dent of purchased grain. 
A 
crop of w inter rye w ill be ready to go into the 
silo w ith the first crop of clover. 
E arly- 
planted corn w ill bo ready w ith the second 
crop of clover, 
and later corn 
can he pre­ 
served w itn m illet, oats and pease, or w ith a 
late crop of clover. 
N ew lv-seeded m eadows 
con tain in g m any weeds and th istles, should 
be cu t and 
en silaged 
w h ilst 
the 
weeds 
are green and succu len t; and it all 
m akes 
excellen t 
fodder, 
and 
more 
im portant 
still, th is practice w ill soon destroy all weeds. 
The en silage system , 
properly carried 
out, 
m ust be 
tho great weed exterm inator. 
The 
finer grasses pack more solidly in a silo than 
corn, and thus exclu d e the air more perfectly 
and ferm ent less. 
M ow ing fields, the oountrv over, have prop- 
ably not been in such a forlorn condition for at 
least a score o f years as they are this solin g. 
The terrible drought of last seasou killed out 
the grass roots to such an ex ten t th at the yield 
of hay the com ing sum m er w ill be scarcely the 
half of an average crop. 
T his condition ap­ 
plies to clover and tim othy fields, and to lands 
set apart for pasturage. 
W h at is best to do 
under the circum stances is a question that is 
pu zzlin g ninny farm ers. 
T he hay crop, which 
Is a very im portant one, m u st inevitably he 
less than a fu ll one for se\reral seasons ahead, 
and no farm owner or renter can contem plate 
such a state of affairs w ith equanim ity. 
Said 
a practical farm er the other day to us: “ I shall 
plough up tw o fields for oats (or m illet) this 
spring, and two for corn, as th e shortest cut to 
gettin g the farm again into g rass.” 
I t is for 
each in d ivid u al to judge for h im self w hat is 
best to do in the present em ergency, but it 
strikes us that the quickest is the best way, 
and that our friend quoted above is on the 
righ t track. 
The present season arid tho next 
w ill have to bo bridged over w ith green corn 
fodder or H ungarian grass, and th is can easily 
be done if there is the w ill to do it. 
Concerning tho early am ber sugar cane a 
M innesota farmor, w ho has tested it for sev ­ 
eral years, givos the follow in g statem ent: 
“ I 
planted a piece of this cane in 1 8 8 1 , on the 
2 7 lh of M ay, or new land, and before any 
frosts it was entirely ripe. 
Its saccharine 
qualities are of the first order, fine and rich, 
and its earliness high ly recom m ends it to the 
whole country. 
It bas another desirable qu al­ 
ity —it stands up w ell, does not easily blow 
dow n; u su ally grows eleven and tw elve feet 
h igh with us. 
W hen planted between tho 1 st 
and 10th of M ay, the seed alm ost invariably 
ripens, thus g iv in g one the advantage of a 
double crop in a year from one planting, som e 
tw enty or tw enty-five bushels of seed, aud 1 5 0 
or moro gallon s of fine syrup per aero, that is, 
if it is sk ilfu lly handled. 
A ll kiuds of farm 
stock are fond of the seed; w hen ground and 
m ixed w ith bran it m akes a good heavy feed 
for horses; hens are very fond of the seed, and 
I believe it m akes them produce eggs more 
abundantly thau alm ost any other kind of 
grain. 
W e have seen sugar produced from 
this variety equal to the best coffee sugars in 
the m arket.” 
A very su ccessfu l stock feeder inform s us 
that Le has repeatedly im proved the appetite 
and d igestive powers of cattle th at were “ off 
their feed” by g iv in g them to drink the water 
in which the table dishes have been w ashed. 
Such water contains more or less yiuegar, 
spice, fat, salt, and other condim en ts which 
seem to stim u late the d igestive organs, aud in 
cases of dainty cattle, has proved many tim es 
more valuab le than if fed to sw ine. 
The hin t 
is doubtless worth considering. 
Bone m eal, 
wood ashes, plaster paris, salt, aud even an i­ 
mal fertilizers made from cooked blood and 
meat, are all eaten w ith apparent relisn at 
tim es by cattle that Imvo lost an appetite for 
good hay and grain. 
Finn houghs and the bit­ 
ter bark of som e kiuds of trees are also som e­ 
tim es eaten greedily, aud are doubtless useful 
to such anim als. 
A s soon as the lam bs are tw o or three w eeks 
old, troughs should be provided in which a 
little oats and corn ground together can he fed 
to them . 
A t this age it is very difficult for the 
ew e to furnish all the food th at a grow ing 
lam b requires. 
B u t after the lam bs are even 
a week old the ew es m ay he fed corn and bran, 
increasing-the corn slow ly u n til a pound or 
more daily is fed. 
E w es th at are suckling 
lam bs are hearty feeders. F or a few days after 
the lam bs are dropped the reed should be roots 
and bran to cool the system and promote a flow 
of not very rich m ilk. 
B u t as soon as danger 
of sw ellin g of the udder is passed, w hich w ill 
he. gen erally w hen the lam b is a week old, 
richer food may ho given to begin to lay on 
flesh and fat. 
M uch w ill depend ou the con­ 
dition of tho ew es. 
I f the m other is fat tho 
lam b w ill alm ost certainly he a good oue. 
For tho host results, h ills of raspberries 
should stand tour feet apart each way. 
T he 
raspberry does best in a deep, rich, moist, but 
w ell-drained soil. 
It w ill not th rive in hard, 
dry ground. P artial shade is often beneficial. 
M ake all the land rich aud m ellow if you eau. 
l f one or tw o sh ovelfu ls of old, rotten m anure 
eau bo dropped and forked 
in 
deeply, ju st 
w here th e lu lls are to be m ade, it w ill give th e 
young plants a vigorous start, 
l f only fresh, 
unferm ented m anure is to be had, scatter it on 
the surface, ju st around the plants after set­ 
tin g them out, or fork and cu ltivate it slig h tly 
under the surface, and the rains w ill carry Hie 
richness dow u. 
Hot, groan m anure should 
never 
tie 
placed near the roots of plants or 
troes. 
Bet two or three plants in a h ill, ac­ 
cording to their size. 
Cut them dow n to six 
or eigh t inches. 
G erm an m illet niav he sow n at any titno 
betw een the first of May aud the last of Ju n e 
aud then make good hay; aud if sow n the 
first week in the latter m onth be ready to cut 
by the m iddle of Septem ber— plenty of tim e 
to put tho land in order for w heat. 
It is pref­ 
erable to H ungarian grass in th at it produces 
a m uch larger am ount of forage. 
T hree 
pecks o f seed to the acre is none too m uch to 
sow, aud it is to be sown broadcast and har­ 
row ed in the sam e as oats. 
I t can he cut for 
hay in about sixty-five davs from plan ting. 
It w ill answer a good purpose th is year, es­ 
p ecially to patch out tho clover and tim othy 
cions, aud w ill be largely grow n. 
It is quite 
possible to grow two crops in one season from 
the sam e ground, the first to be seeded about 
May 1 5 
and the 
last 
about Ju ly 
2 0 . 
It m akes ex cellen t hay if cut ju st as it is head­ 
ing. 
Mr. J . S. W oodward says th at if he m ust 
abandon the cu ltivation of either m angels or 
corn, he will abandon the latter. 
He tells the 
H usbandm an that he prefers 
m angels 
to 
Sw edish turnips because the Sw edes have to 
he sown in lute Jun e, at w hich season a dry 
tim e u su ally prevails. 
Then, also, the black 
fleas eat them off as fast as they germ inate, 
w hich of course ruins the crop, and it is too 
late to grow’ anything in its place 
A gain , the 
m ost im portant work w ith Sw edes, weeding, 
comes in tho hayin g and harvestin g tim e. 
F in a lly , they are more lik ely to heat and spoil 
in pits or barns. 
The bast tim ber for curbing a w ell is hem ­ 
lock, w hich is very durable when under water, 
and gives 
no flavor to th e water. 
Of the 
woods you m ention, all w ould rot very qu ick ly 
except piue and tam arack, but pine is objec­ 
tion able on account of its strong flavor, 
lf 
hem lock cannot be procured, tam arack w ould 
bo Hie best. The tim ber should be cut in tw o or 
three inch planks and put together by halvin g 
the tim bers at the end and h old ing the h alved 
paris dovetailed or cornered together, so that 
the sides cannot bo forced in by Hie pressure 
of th e earth; the upper h a lf of one piece fittin g 
upon the lower h a lf of the other piece. 
N ow plant corr. to be cut green through J u ly 
and A u gu st for tho cows. 
A n a c e of such 
fodder w ill go a great w ays. 
R iant either 
sw eet or field corn; oue is about as good as tho 


other. 
D o not sow broadcast, but In rows, anfi 
cu ltivate thoroughly. 
D o not feed un til ears 
form and the stalk acquires substance. 
P la n t 
th in ly so the plants w ill not be soft, w atery 
aud therefore w orthless. 
M ake several plant* 
ings up to J u ly 4. 
A great m any tons of rich 
aud valuab le cattle food can he grown upon 
one acre in one season in this wav and w ill 
prove profitable to the farm er who does it. 
"When your land is ready to plant corn, opeoi 
a ligh t furrow aud drop your corn at the re-' 
quired distance, 
B efore covering the c o m 
drop betw een each hill of corn tw o or titre® 
h ills of buuch beans, and cover the w liolo 
ligh tly. 
T he sam e cultivation necessary to 
m ake the crop of corn w ill ensure a crop o f 
large, fine beans. 
I f you wish to save ground, 
you can plau t a row o f beans betw een each 
row’ of corn. 
The beans will mature aud bo 
good to p u ll up before it is tim e lo break tho 
m id dles to h ill up the corn. 
P lan ted onion sets are often drawn out o f 
place at n igh t by the earthworm tu ggin g a t 
their tops or roots, for this suhsoiler is ex ­ 
trem ely 
fond 
of them . 
A s preventives of 
th is ann oying m isch ief the sets should he 
pressed 
firm ly dow n, 
and 
the m ould also 
pressed closely around them , just coverin g th e 
bulb. 
A sprinkle of lim o or lim e water w ill 
kill or repel the worms. 
A little salt m ay also 
he added. 
A ll bulbs are the belter for a lig h t 
dressing of it. 
D on’t forget a trial of the gas-tar water, 
cabbage-growers. 
I f Professor B udd’s theory 
is correct—as seem s en tirely probable—tit ac 
the butterflies that lay tho eggs that hutch in­ 
to the green worms are repelled bv the unnat­ 
ural and p u ngent odor, it is ev id en t th at suc­ 
cess depends upou d isgu isin g the sw ell of H o 
leaves before the butterflies begin their ovi-' 
positing. 
P lan t cucum bers not in Dills but rather iu 
depressions. 
Paris green for the cucum ber 
hug. 
F or pickles plan t about the m iddle of 
Jun e. 
T he usual product per acre is 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
cucum bers, and the sellin g price for pickles is 
usually abou t $1 nor 1 0 0 0 . 
Gut hack new ly-set plauts o f blackberries, 
raspberries, currents, gooseberries and grapes, 
w ith in two or four eyes of ground, and you 
w ill get a strong, h ealth y grow ih this season. 
Shake them off in the m ornings and k ill 
them or hire boys to do it. 
W e know of no 
other rem edy for the rose hugs when th ey at-- 
tack tho grapes and flower beds. 
A pply super-phosphate to cabbage plants to 
start them off liv ely —a teaspoonful to a plan t 
w ell m ixed w ith soil. 
Cover lim a beans, at planting, a half-incl* 
deep—eye dow n.

If, as it is believed id W ashington and else­ 
where, new rings, or rather the old rings dis­ 
guised, intend to got large appropriations 
ostensibly for naval projects, but really to 
squander and enrich contractors, they should 
not be allowed to succeed in their infamous 
designs. 
The people of the country have been 
thus swindled, and have vainly protested long 
enough. 
L'onrressmen should therefore heed 
this advice o rth o New York Sun: “ The way 
to defeat the scheme of the robbers is for all 
honest Republicans and all honest Democrats 
in Congress to join in refusing to vote for a 
new navy one dollar or one cent to be ex­ 
pended upon the recommendation of Secor 
Robeson and under the supervision of W illiam 
E. Chandler.” 


The restoration of our m erchant marine ser­ 
vice is a subject of vital importance, and 
should receive even more attention tnan is 
now devoted to it by merchants. 
In an admir­ 
able speech upon this topic at the anniversary 
meeting of the Cham ber of Commerce of New 
York, Senator Bayard gave this sensible solu­ 
tion of the problem: “ W hen wo really desire 
to restore our pre-eminence as .shipbuilders and 
carriers upon the high seas it can bo done by 
reforming tariff laws that destroy commerce 
under pretence of regulating commerce; by re­ 
pealing laws which impose vexatious and bur­ 
densome fees and costs for the entry aud docu­ 
mentation of our ships; by paying for our 
consular system as we pay for other depart­ 
ments of public service; by creating a navy 
th at shall be an assistance to commerce by 
scientific exploration, and be on active adju­ 
tant and protection to our merchant marine, 
and by investing a very moderate portion of 
the capital, energy and enterprise which has 
of late years exclusively confined its opera­ 
tions to the field of internal improvements 
and abandoned our maritime interest to our 
foreign rivals,” 


E N O I. A N I » S l l A N G E R . 


I t was a bright ray of sunshine which swept 
across Ireland but little more than a week ago 
—a ray of cheering light in the black n ight of 
the tempest of despair—a lingering memory of 
the glorious day that had gone out in d ark ­ 
ness years before. 
Like a flash of lightning it 
gleamed and glared athwart the horizon for a 
biiet instant, aud then the night shu t down 
again 
deeper 
and 
blacker 
than 
before. 
It seemed 
to 
have 
come only to 
guide 
the enemies of tho fated island in their deed 
of blood—only to forge the chains of slavery 
more strongly and to rivet them more securely 
about the trem bling limbs palsied with hunger 
and the over-excitement of desire. 
The sad 
face lighted up with a smile of happiness, and 
the voice echoed the glad thoughts born of 
the hope which the light of tho coming day 
generated. 
It is a pity th at it proved deceit­ 
ful. 
I t is a pity that it came at all, since its 
coming served only to show the horrors of tho 
night, which were to be increased Contoid in 
intensity. 
And yet, patience! Patience is the motto of 
Ireland today. 
Tile night cannot last forever. 
The darkest hour is that immediately before 
the dawn. 
The day is coming, and with it 
will come the breaking away of clouds, and in 
their stead the sunlight of freedom and pros 
perky will beam kindly upon the stricken isle. 
England may yet listen to the voice of nations 
holding Ireland guiltless of the crime for which 
the government is preparing to punish her. To 
refuse to listen—to persist in taunting the 
Iiish people with causing the death of the 
two men slain in Phoenix Park, aud to insti­ 
tute the proposed repressive measures outlined 
by a cable despatch a few days ago—may 
tighten the coils of servility which she was 
about to loosen from the limbs of her Irish 
subjects and gratify tho Tory element in Eng­ 
land, but it will not suppress the love of lib­ 
erty which burns in E rin ’s heart, nor win 
for the oppressor the friendship of 
other 
countries. 
Unless tho brief abstract of the proposed 
measure seriously belies its object, the present 
century has not witnessed a more unjust, un­ 
called-for and altogether damnable act of 
tyranny than this latest movement of the 
English governm ent iu its treatment of tho 
Irish quesiion. 
Not alone is the right of trial 
by jury absolutely abrogated, and the lives 
and liberties of the citizens of Ireland placed 
at the disposal of magistrates and judges, but 
the power to arrest by a n y o n e having au­ 
thority to do so, upon the mere suspicion 
that the suspected one is a dangerous 
per­ 
son, is granted without limitation. A dd to this 
th at any “ stranger” may come under this ban, 
and the aim of tile English governm ent to 
prevent tho friends of the Irish people from 
visiting them for the purpose of sympathy' or 
assistance is so plain as to startle the m ind of 
every witness. 
Under this law—if it shall 
become such—no citizen from another country, 
whatever may be bis object in visiting Ire­ 
land—pleasure, business, friendship, or any­ 
thing else—is safe from arrest and incarcera­ 
tion in a prisan cell. W ithout a hearing, with­ 
out a trial by jury, he is condemned and pun­ 
ished for being a “stranger.” 
I t is a desperate move on the part of tho 
British crown. 
I t is a blow at the rights aud 
privileges of the whole world; and we aro 
very much m istaken if tile whole world does 
not resent it. 
By such a course E ngland 
scorns the friendship of 
other powers and 
coolly invites their antagonism. 
Hatred will 
supplant sympathy and kindly feelings in tho 
hearts of the Irish people, and the effort of 
E ngland to shu t them out from free inter­ 
course with the rest of the wor d will increase 
the 
sympathy among all people for their 
sufferings under unjust persecution and oppres­ 
sion. 
Under the law proposed British bastiles 
will not long be empty of suspected persons 
arrested under its arbitrary provisions, ann 
among those suspects it can hardly fail that 
some American citizens will be numbered. 
I t may not always be that the rights of the 
latter will be in the hands of a Minister Low­ 
ell and a governm ent supremely indifferent 
to their privileges; aud it may be that England 
is laying a trap for Ireland in which she may 
get caught herself. 
Woe be to her in that 
: event! 
Ireland’s wrongs, rising in their de- 
1 m and for vengeance, will wreak a terrible 


punishment on tho oppressor. 
N L tit 
will 
then give place to day in reality, and E rin ’s 
freedom will he an accomplished fact. 
Let 
England be w arned in time. 


T H E P E R U V I A N 
S C A N D A L A G A IN . 


The centre of interest in the Peruvian scan­ 
dal is changed for the moment from the Slate 
Department and the office of Mr. Jacob R. 
Sbipherd to the banking-house of 
Morton, 
Bliss & Co., the senior ; arm er of which is now 
representing the United States Government in 
Hie French capital. 
The examination of Mr. 
Blaine—more, perhaps, by what the distin­ 
guished 
Maine 
schemer 
concealed 
tbau 
by 
what 
ha 
disclosed—established 
tho 
fact 
that 
tho 
Landreau 
claim 
was 
the pivot on which our good offices, and cur 
feverish interest in the settlement of the Chili* 
Peru difficulty, turned. 
The testimony of Mr. 
Blair shewed the methods used to promote the 
gigantic claims of the Sbipherd gang. 
It 
showed that a senator of the United States was 
not above taking 8 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 worth of the stock 
of the Peruvian company, the value of which 
depended wholly on tho efforts of the govprn- 
mftrit to compel Peru to recognize tho validity 
of these claims, and that the same senator 
used his influence with his friend, the secre­ 
tary of state, in favor 
of 
the 
company 
of which Le was a stockholder. 
The diplo­ 
matic correspondence demonstrated the start­ 
ling fact that while the President of the 
United States was lying on bis deathbed the 
bead of bis cabinet was intriguing with a 
borde of unscrupulous speculators to involve 
the people of this country In a war the only 
reason for which would be that some nitrate 
and guano beds of which tho speculators 
wished to gain possession were liable to pass 
into other bandi. 
Tliere was no consideration 
of public policy involved in this disgraceful 
game—nothing but the aggrandizement of a few 
avaricious adventurers witli whom the secre­ 
tary of state and a prominent United States 
senator were in league. 
Connected, at least by mutuality of interest, 
witli the Shipherd schemers was the Credit 
Industrie] of Paris, a syndicate which proposed 
to advance the money needed to pay the war 
indemnity of Peru. 
W h a t its managers aud 
directors wanted in return for the outlay guar­ 
anteed was a controlling interest in tho nitrate 
aud guano deposits lying within the disputed 
territory of the two belligerent republics on 
the Pacific. 
The firm of Morton, Bliss & Co. 
of 
New 
York 
entered 
into a compact 
with the Paris concern to net as financial 
agents in America, the consideration being 5 
percent, of the gross value of tho consign­ 
ments of guano, to be paid to them on the 
bills of lading. 
There was a condition at­ 
tached to the draft of the agreement to the 
effect that the friendly intervention of the 
United States was a condition precedent to its 
being put in full force and operation. 
And 
bere we find the same sort of pressure ex­ 
erted on the State Departm ent that came 
from Blair and Shipherd in favor of Lau- 
dreau. 
Mr. Morton went to Paris during the nego­ 
tiations between his firm and the Credit In ­ 
du strie. 
In T an s he met Mr. Randall, the 
attorney of the 
latter institution, aud had 
frequent conversations with him. 
The Presi­ 
dent of 
the French republic was evidently 
approached, and successfully, for he made a 
formal proposal 
to the government of the 
U nited States for a joint Intervention to settle 
amicably the questions in dispute between 
Chili and Peru. 
H ad the proposal 
been 
accepted, 
the 
money 
could 
have 
been 
promptly 
guaranteed 
by 
tho 
Credit 
Industries Morton Bliss & Co. would have 
the exclusive control of the guano and nitrate 
beds of Peru, Mr. Blair’s stock would have 
gone to par, Mr. Shipherd and his crowd 
would have made millions, Mr. Blaine would 
have been well rewarded for his “good offices,” 
and Peru would bo practically under a protec­ 
torate, the governing spirits of which would 
bo the Unitod States government and the 
Peruvian company aud the Credit Industrie! 
of Paris. 
W e are not prepared to say that Mr. Morton 
was sent as minister to France iii the interest 
of the gigantic combination formed to gain 
possession of the most valuable portion of 
Peruvian territory; we are not prepared to say 
that while in Paris ho used his position dis­ 
honorably or corruptly to promote the schemes 
which are slowly coming to light; we are not 
prepared to charge him with any improper 
conduct in the matter, but we maintain that 
tho testimony of Ids partner, Mr. George 
B ’iss,and Mr. Randall, together with the pub­ 
lished diplomatic correspondence, places him 
in a questionable position, from which he can­ 
not extricate himself except by a formal state­ 
ment, clearly substantiated by official docu­ 
ments. 
Meanwhile we hope the committee charged 
with the investigation of the scandal will 
probe it to its lowest depths. 
TI e public is 
very much interested, and demands the fullest 
and most complete ventilation of a subject 
which smells badly in more ways than one. 


HOW TO L IV E I N S IM M E R . 


As the summer season approaches people 


vjow the change with mingled feelings of 
pleasure 
and 
apprehension — delight 
over 
anticipated recreations, and fear in regard to 
the special class of diseases which afflict 
humanity during the hot mouths of the year. 
The mortuary statistics of past summers fur­ 
nish good ground for this natural anxiety in 
respect to the health, but it m ust bo admitted 
that much of the sickness during the summer 
is the result of carelessness and disregard of 
the laws of health. 
All writers upon physi­ 
ology, hygiene and kindred topics concede that 
multitudes blindly expose themselves to dis­ 
ease. 
I t is therefore imperative that those 
who desire to be well during the heated term 
should study the causes of their ills, which are 
liable to overtake them if they are not careful. 
The protracted “bot spell” exhausts aud 
wearies people every year, but this would not 
occur if they changed their mode of living to 
accord with the season. 
Statistics show that 
the month of Ju ly has the highest tempera­ 
ture, nut it is in A ugust that the air is most 
sultry aud the heat most oppressive. 
It is iu 
August, we are told by an em inent writer, that 
“ Organic matters undergo rapid decomposi­ 
tion, aud neglected drains and foul places 
about the dwellings of men pour forth em ana­ 
tions which sap tho health and the life of the 
in c ite s . 
Some give warning by tho stenches 
which attend them; but others—and it is 
thought that they are the most potent in their 
effects—are odorless, and strike, assassin-like, 
without warning. 
In this month, also, food 
substances change most rapidly, and errors in 
diet ale easily, often unwittingly, committed, 
with swift retribution.” 
As already intimated, tho study of 
the 
causes of sum m er diseases and the taking of 
precautions to avoid them is highly impor­ 
tant. 
The disastrous effects of cholera infan­ 
tum, sunstroke, dysentery, heat fevers aud 
colds are loo well known to need description; 
but it is worthy of notice that there is a great 
similarity as to the causes which produce 
them. As to sunstroke, those exposed by their 
avocations to extreme heat are advised to live 
temperately, abstain from alcoholic beverages 
ana 
to 
bailie 
frequently; 
cleanliness 
to 
such 
laborers 
is 
important. 
But 
as 
to 
the 
other 
diseases 
mentioned 
it 
is 
the 
digestive 
organs 
which 
are 
to be looked after, exhaustion and fatigue 
m ust be avoided and care taken as to what is 
eaten. 
It is sad to th in k of the frightful 
mortality among children from cholera iu- 
fantum, and it is undoubtedly true that it 
m ight be reduced were their surroundings and 
diet improved. 
The lives of many little ones 
are yearly saved by a trip to the country, and 
the unfortunate ones that are detaiued in cities 


by poverty should be taken to the parks and 
on trips down the harbor, or anywhere else 
wbeie they will get the fresh air. 
I t has been truly said that Americans are 
always in a hurry; that thov do not take 
enough time to eat their meals, and plunge 
into business at all boars of the day or night. 
In a g reat measure this is true, arid unfortu­ 
nately so in summer, when, more than at any 
season of the year, there should be a relax­ 
ation of one’s energetic efforts and a husband­ 
ing of the strength. 
People must conform 
their lives to the r<quirements of the season 
if they desire 
to 
avoid 
ill-health. 
The 
writer we have already quoted gives these 
simple rules, 
which, 
if observed during 
tho corning summer months, will add lo 
the enjoym ent of the season and prevent dis­ 
ease: “ Tile daily bath on rising to be repeated 
with warm water on going to bed, if the beat 
of the nights he so great as to prevent sleep— 
m any a time, atter hours qf restlessness, has 
sleep followed quickly upon a warm bath; to 
wear the lightest of gauze-merino underwear 
for the body and linen or cotton for the legs, 
and outside stuffs light iu weight and color 
aud loose-woven; to live upon a simple diet, 
bread and butter, milk, sound ripe fruit, 
vegetables, 
meat 
sparingly, 
and 
non­ 
stim ulating 
drinks 
taken 
slowly. 
I 
find 
no 
harm, 
for 
those 
who 
like 
them, in the light boers, or claret aud water at 
dinner. 
Above all, it is im portant to take life 
easily, to make haste slowly, to keep the body 
tranquil and the mind serene. 
W e ought to 
rise with the dawn and to have done all that 
is possible of the day’s work before the sun is 
high. 
A n hour’s light half-slumber in a 
darkened room at mid-day tends to keep the 
internal temjerature down. 
In a word, the 
life in the tropics is to he imitated. 
E xcite­ 
ment, hurry, the direct rays of the high sun, 
strong drinks, much meat and titlin are to be 
eschewed, It is only for a season; frosty morn­ 
ings and sharp east winds will soon make 
these things bearable again.”

and repudiation of the foul murder in Phoenix 
Park which has been laid at the dour of their 
race. 
N o more forcible condemnation of the 
crime could have found utterance or expres­ 
sion, even among the personal friends of Lord 
Cavendish, than was pronounced by the lead­ 
ing representatives of tho race in Boston’s his­ 
toric hall last night. 
There were many stirring scenes during tho 
evening, but three are particularly notable. 
The first was when Wendell Phillips* letter 
was read, the second when the manly letter 
from the Orange society was read, and tho 
third wl’.en Mr. Miller, himself an Orange­ 
man, delivered his speech, and closed it with 
a cordial shake of the hand for the chairman 
of the meeting. 
Ireland has suffered much in her national 
struggles from religious differences and re­ 
ligious bigotry. 
The orange and green could 
never unite. 
The orange fought with E ngland 
against its own country; tho green had to 
fight E ng land aud the orange. 
The British 
government 
always 
encouraged 
th<&e dif­ 
ferences. 
They made the 
task of 
keep­ 
ing 
Ireland 
in 
check 
easier. 
The 
Land 
League 
blotted 
out 
tho 
divid­ 
ing line aud merged tho two colors into 
oue. 
Parnell, a Protestant himself, is the pet 
of the Irish clergy. 
Rev. Harold Rylett, a 
Presbyterian minister, is walking foot to foot 
with the priests of the Rom an Catholic faith. 
Tho Boyne 
is forgotten; its memories are 
shelved with the old trumpery of by-gone ages, 
and the people of Ireland, of all classes, wish 
to have them remain in the stoie-room of 
antiquity, 
The new cry of Ireland is “onward 
and upward.” 
No better proof of this could be found than 
was furnished by the cordial aud enthusiastic 
greeting accorded the representative of the 
Boston Orangemen at F a u eu ilH ali last night. 
He was cheered to the echo when he went out 
to the front of the platform, but as he poured 
forth sentence after sentence, full of patriotic 
firo 
and 
the 
real 
national 
spirit, 
the 
vast 
audience 
was 
worked 
up 
to 
a 
pitch 
of 
excitement 
seldom 
equalled, 
even in Irish representative gatherings. 
The 
speech of this man meant much. 
It meant 
that Ireland had come to realize that she must 
not divide on religious lines, that sho must be 
thoroughly united before becoming free, that 
she must forget lier old animosities and march 
in a solid, unbroken column if she expects to 
win a national victory. 
The audience recog­ 
nized the significance of the address and 
pledged itself to the acceptance of the proposal 
for peace and harmony iii tho future. 
The result of the meeting roust be beneficial 
to the Irish people iu Boston and the Land 
League cause. 
I t w ill stay the public judg­ 
m ent and impress the public sentiment with 
the sincerity of the men who have directed 
the agitation so wisely and prudently’for two 
years. 
There wero no friends of the assassins 
there; no apologists for the crime and no de­ 
fenders of the foul murder. The Irish in every 
other part of the United States ought to fallow 
tho example of their Boston brethren.

It now looks as if ic would Ie in the 
guise of a candidate for congressional honors 
in Maine. 
The Republicans want bim, and 
yet fear the effects of espousing his cause.

The reader who c t 
hit facts from either 
Federal or Confederate history cannot know 
the real truths of tho war. 
One must work on 
the neutral ground between them to cet the 
particulars as they actually occurred. 
Federal 
and Confederate historians scarcely agree 
in 
any one particular regarding the first battle of 
Bull Run or Manassas, and yet the men who 
cl:>1 the fighting at the front th at day know 
that for two long hours victory trembled in 
the balance. 
On three different occasions that 
day the Confederates we re fairly whipped. 
On 
two occasions they retre.lied, their whole lines 
In a panic. 
A single brigade of fresh Feder­ 
als coming up at tho critical moment would 
have given that battle to the North. A single 
regim ent of < onfederates cheeked the rising 
panic and hold the lines firm until the arrival 
of other troops gave the victory to the .South. 
Regiments and brigades on both sides wore deci­ 
mated 
without knowing they were whipped. 
Involutions were indulged iii at the first Bull Run 
which a year later would have cut divisions to 
pieces. It was a boj s’ battle in all but the bravery 
which held regiments steady under murderous 
fire. It was not the turning point of the war in 
any sense. Defeat there would have acted on the 
spirits of the South the same as it did on the 
spirits of tile North. She had cut loose and was 
in the field, and a disaster there would simply 
h ive dampened lier enthusiasm for the moment. 
Beauregard bad not counted on certain victory. 
He had too much sense for th at and he had 
already selected 
A Alew l t u t t l c - G r o u n d In C a s e o f D i s a s t e r . 
Up to the date of the capture of the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard and magazine the Confederates bad 
but very little powder, 
J hey had captured stores 
bere and there, and Federal historians imagined 
them in possession of everything necessary to 
equip armies, but such was iar from being the 
Case. OI course what was seized from tho gov­ 
ernment forts was a great help, but this plunder 
was so widely distributed, aud so much of it 
wasted, that even at the first Bull Run wnole regi­ 
ments had uo bayonets for their muskets, and 
whole companies (ought with their own shot-guns 
aud Hiles. 
Had the government been able to re­ 
move the powder from the magazine at Ports­ 
mouth the battle of Bub Run would not have 
been fought. Had the I’aw nee shelled the place, 
as it was teared she would, she might nave blown 
up captors and magazine together. Had Oliver, 
the single sentry in charge, had five minutes* 
warning, he would have exploded the magazine at 
the risk of his life. The powder taken from that 
magazine won the Confederate victory at Bull 
Run. 
Without it they would have been obliged 
to fab back. Thus it may be said that Oliver’s 
failure to receive warning of the plan to capture 
the place lost the North that battle, 
I o to Hie elate cl the Hist Bull Hun the Confed­ 
eral!':- in the field were living much the same as 
hunters in camp, if the commissary had any­ 
thing to i-sue it was taken, but most of the men 
bought their supplies of fanners or of the sutlers, 
and many regiments were supplied bv friends at 
tome. Fie aud cake, fresh eggs, fried potatoes 
aud such luxuries were to be found in almost 
every tent, and everything in the line of bread 
had lo be trash aud good. 
A fter Dull B u n th e re wa* rn G e n e ra l R e ­ 
organization 
and holiday soldiering came to an end. 
When 
tie question of supplying tho army with hard­ 
tack arose it was discovered that the South had 
no conveniences for making them. 
The m atter 
was left in the banus of Colonel Ruffin, present 
State treasurer of Virginia, and It was only after 
great trouble that be succeeded in securing the 
necessary conveniences, Even to the last days of 
the war the Confederates never had a good hard­ 
tack. They were nearly always made ol inferior 
flour, poorly baked, and were inauy times a 
m ixture of flour and meal. The Union soldier, 
who bad three of the big crackers, could soak 
them in water, fry them with ms bacon, and 
with his pint cup of .lava coffee at his right 
band make a good meal. 
A lter the first two, 
years of the war tho Confederates at the front 
could not depend on the commissary for any­ 
thing. 
if he had rations be issued them, 
lf 
be had none the men must skirmish for them­ 
selves. 
During Stonewall Jackson's campaigns in the 
Shenandoah Valley he did not pretend to issue 
rations, and if 
his ordnance departm ent re­ 
ported a shortage ot ammunition the reply was: 
“Oh, well, we’ll capture plenty tomorrow?’’ 
The amount of stores which he captured from 
the various Union armies sent into the valley was 
simply immense, tv hen Jackson first went into 
tile valley be did not nave a single army wagon. 
His stores were drawn 
in 
farm ers’ wagons, 
buggies, carts, or any other sort of vehicle, and if 
there was a lark of horses aud mules 


T h e M e n D r e w t h e W s s o n t b y H a n d . 
Before he left the valley he bad captured at one 
time and another over BOUD Federal army wagons, 
with their complement of mule-power. lie had 
also captured more thau 30.000 muskets aud 
revolvers, 
millions 
of 
rounds 
of 
ammuni­ 
tion, half a dozen 
batteries, and so much 
coffee, 
pork, 
sugar, 
rice, 
beans, 
etc., 
that 
he 
could 
spare 
many 
car-loads for 
Lee's army. ’Hie battle of Kurtistown, where ho 
Buffered his only real defeat of tho war, was the 
only fight in which he dill not secure enough 
plunder to refit lits whole army. At one tune no 
lor warded to Richmond 22,000 complete Federal 
uniforms to lie dyed so that they m ight he of use 
to the Confederate army. 
Beginning with the first Bull Run and ending at 
l ive Forks it is a positive fact that every battle 
fought by the Confederate army of the Potomac 
was fought witu more or less guns aud ammuni­ 
tion captured from the Federals In a previous 
battle. 
They got nothing (rom McClellan at 
Antietam, 
but 
they 
fought 
Hooker 
with 
v hat 
Burnside 
left 
them 
at 
Fredericks­ 
burg. 
They 
fought 
Grant 
with 
what 
Hooker 
leu, 
and 
they 
fought 
Meade 
with what Rope left. In McClellan's change of 
base, the confederates followed him across seven 
battlefields, and enough plunder was gleaned 
from them to fit out an entire division. But for 
these facts, which may make some of us wince, 
but cannot, tie disputed, the Confederates could 
not have kept loo,DUO in the field for want of 
arms aud ammunition. 
A l l th e l ilac Arm * C a p t u r e d b y t h e Con­ 
fed era te* 
were of ancient style and of no real value after 
one campaign. After their ports were blockaded 
It 
was 
impossible to secure 
arms 
in any 
quantity, and 
as 
they 
could 
not be made 
in 
the' South, they 
must 
he purchased of 
Northern 
men 
or 
captured 
from Northern 
arm us. 
There 
are 
men 
in the South who 
could raise a big row even at this late day by 
telling how they purchased muskets, revolvers, 
sabres and cartridges. They had no trouble in 
finding Noithern speculators to supply them with 
whatever they could pay for. 
Baltimore fur­ 
nished most of the percussion caps, Louisville 
the quinine, and aid and comfort could bo pur­ 
chased for gold in ( incannat! and St. Louis. The 
Confederates could tho* coolly calculate on buy­ 
ing so much anil Capturing the rest. Everything 
was picked up from the battlefield. Not a mus­ 
ket, bayonet, knapsack or canteen was let!, and 
extra care was taken ol all ammunition. There

bngades

army which were

out entirely with Federal equipments, 
aiel they used Federal 
ammunition 
in 
all 
their battles. 
A Federal ; tiny would waste 
more in a week th .ii a Confederate army would in 
three months.

At the Federal remount camp, near Harper’s 
Ferry, the writer one day had tho curiosity to 
count the cart me cartridges thrown away on" the 
hillside above the camp. On a space of less than 
an acre in exteut were 4804 ounce ball cartridges 
which had been flung away by reckless hands. 


T a k i u g In th e W h o l e C a m p in th e C o u n t , 
the number must have been fully 20,000. It was 
a rare tbing w hen passing over ground lately oc­ 
cupied by ( onfederates to discover a cartridge or 
anything else of value. T hey fought us with our 
own caution and muskets in every battle, and for 
a good share of tho time lived on Uncle Sam’s 
rations. 
The fact that Confederate money bad little or 
no value after 1802 did nut help the soldier at ail. 
He had no more than wpm, it was at par. 
In 
1864, when a fat chicken on the market at Rich­ 
mond wa-, worth SIDO,"the Confederate private 
could not buy that chicken witu six months' pay. 
There were two prim for everything, a gold price 
and a paper money i nee, ami no one could blame 
a speculator for asking big pride* when he had 
taken big ri-ks. No nation or people were ever 
c lo s e r pu-hod bv war, .-mf tin- rich had to suffer 
with the poor.

goon learned to bandie the hoe and even guide 
the plough. After July, 1863, nineteenths of the 
ploughing done in Virginia was the work of 
w .men, aud in thousands of cases they harvested 
jgp crops. 
After Gettysburg the South was dispirited. 


There had been hopes of F.uropean intervention, 
and this was blasted. There had been hopes of 
Lee defeating Meade ana dictating terms to the 
North, but Lee had been driven back. The w a r 
had been long and bloody; hard times gripped 
every household and men conia look ahead only 
to war’s chances. This depressed feeling never 
entirely passed away, though Lee’* mon did not 
permit it to dampen their fighting ardor. 
Two years of war .md the close b l o c k a d e told 
on tho soldiers more than on the people at home. 
When the commissary issued sorghum molasses, 
unbolted cornmeal and .rancid bacon all at once, 
it was an event to be remembered. When Stone­ 
wall Jackson swung in behind Pope at the second 
Bull Hun the only rations his men carried was 
parched corn. Aft^r Lee crossed the Potomac 
during his invasion of Marvland the soldiers had 
no regular rations, but ate parched corn, green 
apples, vegetables, or whatever they could get 
hold of. During Lee’s defence of Petersburg 
there were days at a time when ids men lived on 
what a Union soldier would have heaved aside in 
disgust. 
Turn which way they might at the beginning of 
1864, the shadow of the gaunt skeleton of war 
and starvation was before them. 
lo districts 
where the Union armies had never set foot there 
was a 
Scarcity * f Food and a T o ta l A bsence of 
Medicine*. 
Pins, needles and thread were as carefully han­ 
dled as gola pieces would be now. W hatever was 
worn out was lost. A share of whatever was 
raised by women or cripples was demanded to 
feed the men at the front. Every farm was 
under the eye of a quarterm aster, and every 
honsehold had to spare something to keep the 
war going. 
In districts penetrated by tho Union troops 
affairs were still worse. 
In such cases both 
armies took from the people. 
When Sheridan 
raided tho valley with torch and Pullet lie left 
J 500 families without barns or live stock, and 
1000 w ithout house, barn, stock or provisions 
for a single meal. 
During the last eighteen 
months of the war the Soul Ii fought against ter­ 
rible odds. 
The people at home lived from hand 
to mouth. Sickness was an inmate of almost 
every household. 
Seed wheat, potatoes and the 
like could not be saved from the hungry soldiers, 
and the fields could not be planted. 
Hauling 
parties had stripped the farms of live stock, and 
there was nothing to kill. A crippled and dis­ 
charged soldier sent to his home found nothing to 
work with. The army had taken in boys of 10 
and old men of 60, and no more recruits were to 
be had. A darker picture could not have been 
presented, and yet they fought on. From the in­ 
vestment of Petersburg to the final surrender, no 
one beyond Lee’s lines can imagine the shifts 
which both at my and people were put to. In the 
last days of March, 1866, one could not have 
found a complete uniform in Lee’s army. Some 
of the men had hats, some caps, some no head­ 
gear but a handkerchief. 
W h e re One H ad un Overcoat T w e n ty H a d 
None. 
Their jackets were in rags, their pants as tad, 
and many of the men were barefoot. Men who 
were there in tho trenches cannot remember of 
having one full meal for months. Federal his­ 
torians are too partisan to credit these filings. It 
Is euongh for them f hat tho South rebelled, and 
that she was terribly punished. But there are 
others who, while just as bitterly opposed to 
secession and just as certain that rebellion must 
be put down, remember that these people are of 
our own blood and flesh, and credit them with 
their sacrifices and their bravery. 
The evacuation of Richmond was a sad blow to 
the tens of thousands whose blind faith in Lea 
bad led them to believe that his army could stiffer 
every thirg and still stand between Grant and tho 
capital. But when he left the trenches of Peters­ 
burg not one man in one thousand in ii is army 
knew that the end was near. Indeed, they looked 
upon it as a move towards some now victory. 
Cavalry and artillery horses were more skeletons, 
the army in rags and Confederate money no bet­ 
ter than brown paper, and yet when did those 
men fight better than in tho>e last dark days? 
On the morning of the final surrender only a 
few men saw the shadow of tho falling ham­ 
mer which was to strike a last blow. Brigades 
which did not number 500 men, regiments which 
did not number IOO, companies in which were 
only six or seven private soldiers, girded them­ 
selves for another battle. The lust skirmish line 
ever thrown out In front of Lee’s army was c m- 
manded by a captain now attached to the Vir­ 
ginia State government. 
With thirty men he 
pushed forward through the woods until 
Stopped by T h re e F ed eral Line* of D o ttle . 
Lee was hemmed in and surrounded. 
The 
skirmishers halted in amazement. Look which 
way they woald there were tho lines of blue. Not 
a shot was fired. Instead of the crash of mus­ 
ketry there came tho words: “No use, Johnny— 
Lee is going to surrender:” 
It was the last day and tile last hour. Tho 
principle of secession bad been drowned in blood 
—rebellion bud been wiped out. Af tor that should 
have come peace and good-will. A hate bora of 
war and ennui mg through years of peace is un­ 
worthy even of a savage. Tho Confederacy was a 
bubble in which but few believed with all their 
heart, lf secession m eant separation from Hie 
North, ll meant separation from each other after­ 
wards. It would be hard to find a score of intel­ 
ligent men In the South today who have auy de­ 
fence lor a separation, or who have any argum ents 
against a grand and glorious Union which shall 
bu represented by a single flag.

A sea of smooth water stretching out of sight 
on every hand, with here and there a tree-suunnU 
bursting above it, or the ruins of village homes 
drifting upon it—a world ot dark yellow water 
and deep blue sky meeting—such is the picture 
offered today! Varieties appear only in tho form 
of floating carcases, guarded by buzzards, arti­ 
cles of furniture, fence rails, lien coops, and, as 
our correspondent artistically observes, pictures 
lilied by tho rising water from the walls of in­ 
vaded homesteads anil borne out and away on 
the currents. This is dreariness indeed—dreari­ 
ness unutterable! But with nightfall tho dreari­ 
ness becomes infinite! 
Iii this semi-tropical South of ours. tile voices 
of nature are never hushed by silent snows of 
w inter or 1 1ver fettering frosts. Tho ingot air is 
lull Of magical birdsong, of Insect-mnsie, of cease­ 
less chirruping*, cricket-calis, of frog-clioruses, 
of sounds so elfish and inexplicable as to startle 
and doceive the unaccustomed cars of .Northern 
visitors. B utin tho region inundated the night 
has become voiceless; there is no croaking, no 
chirruping, so singing, no buzzing! Standing on 
the deck of a boat fastened to the upper branches 
of some drowned tree, one sees only the same 
night purple in water aud sky, the same st r- 
throbb’ing above and below—one hears only the 
beating of his own heart or tho sound of his own 
breathing. 
This is not tho silence even of death—for in 
death itself there is life. In our cemeteries the 
nightOirds and crickets sing; there is a rustling 
of wind-kissed loaves; there is a swaying in the 
beards of the moss; there are moving shadows.

Tile reaching of the minimum shapo or size of 
gentlemen’s stiff hats the present season will 
justify a brief account of at least half a dozen 
revolutions in style and m anufacture that have 
occurred within the memory of the writer. 
Previous to 1820, lur hats were made very simi­ 
lar to the original Kossuth, or soft slouch, with a 
light nap, and all (including wool] stiffened witu 
glue after being colored; so they were, if caught 
in the rain, sure to be spoiled—that is, limp as a 
rag, with the nap glued down to the body! Hence 
it is no unusual thing to see a man walking 
on the street with a handkerchief drawn over his 
tile and with the 
corners tucked under the 
brim; others carrizo an 
oil 
cloth 
cover in 
tho pocket to shield the hat from possible rain 
storms. Very soon after the date last mentioned 
water-proofing was introduced, which consisted 
of stiffening the body of the hat with gum-shellac 
dissolved in alcohol, and later In alkali, the latter 
being neutralized with sulphuric acid, both of 
which modes rendered the stiffening insoluble in 
hot or cold water. And very soon after, also, the 
art of napping these stiffened bodies with long 
lur naps came in vogue. This was called “rough­ 
ing," tho chief beauty of them being the long 
waving or flush coat of fur that stood oat bice 
balr on a raccoon’s back. Very soon after, also, 
the crowns began to travel up "skyward. 
About 1828, the now well-known “ Uncle Sam 
hat” was reached, which, in dimensions, meas­ 
ured nine inches high and from uino to ten and a 
half inches across the top. Tho hats being mostly 
of wool bodies, very stiff, 
W oald Often W elch F rom One to T w o 
P a n ad s. 
This was not “ tho last ounce on the camel's 
back," but pounds of inverted pyramid on gentle­ 
men's heads, so about the same era (1828) some­ 
body in New York or Philadelphia thought they 
could take the nonsense out of people in Hie 
m atter of hats, and the “Bolivar hat,” straight 
crown six and a half inches high, was tried (just 
the liat-crown fashionable a year agoi, bur, It was 
no go. A few dandies put them on, hut they 
were soon laughed off the street. Even the glori­ 
ous name, Simon Bolivar, could not save (Item, 
and those blocks on the hatters’ shelves were, 
henceforth, given over to 
the more sensible 
Quakers, and became their “fashion” for the past 
half century. The attem pt to get out a reason­ 
able hat rebounded, and tho 
New Yorkers 
brought forward the 
ten 
or 
elevon 
Inch 
top without any heil, on a nine inch high crown 
and a brim two and a half incites wide. the last 
worn flat, with much less concave to the brim 
(which had boon three-fourths of an inch), oink­ 
ing the hat rim come down I rout and rear like 
the pitch of a barrack roof. At present the curve 
of the brim, before setting, is Uirce-alxteenths of 
an inch. 
But another sweeping revolution was at hand. 
Between tho years of 1830 anil 1833, the silk hat, 
then a clumsy, top-heavy article—the silk stuck 
on wool or muslin bodies -was imported from 
Europe. 
I do not know whether England, France 
or Germany enjoys the credit of inventing them, 
but rich, black and glossy color, freedom from 
hair, 
An In cum brance to All F u r H ats, 
soon cave them a start with the people. Tho bat- 
crown was the also reduced in height to eight, and 
afterwards to seven and a half inches, and so 
small across the top that boys gave them the name 
oi “stove-pipe." 
During the two decades from 1830 to 1850, 
however, the silk bat was contested lh public 
favor by the smooth nutria and clipped beaver 
hat, as also by tho “Russia” and “ Brush" hats, 
which were a German Invention and composed 
purely of the Russian hare’s fur. Hnnce the 
name". T hese hats were very durable, but not 
glossy or showy, and silk hats continued to gala 
iii public favor with fashionable people until the 
former were driven out of use. 
About the period cf which I ara writing (1848 
to 1850) Louts Kossuth, the Hungarian patriot, 
came to our country an escaped prisoner, by the 
way of 'I urkey, from a rebellion against Austria, 
and received immense ovations tit all the great 
cities of our country. From his advent dates two 
of the most remarkable innovations upon the 
persona! attire of our people. 
it will be remembered by our older citizens that 
while riding in public processions the great 
Magyar wore a black, pliant tell hat, about five, 
inch' s high, full, curled rim, broad band witn 
silver buckle, aud a black leather or plume rising 
above the crown. 
The “Kossuth and liberty” 
furore, therefore, soon brought soft felt hats, or 
the “ Kossuth hat” into general use. 
The other 
Innovation dating from his visit, and now nearly 
universal, was 
T h e W e a rin g of a M ustache s a d a Full 
H eard, 
which ho effectually popularized. The reader will 
pardon the digression, as I rem ark further that 
those who desire to see how utterly beards were 
out of fashion in the revolutionary era, have only 
to look at the portrait gallery iii Independence 
Hall, Philadelphia, where they will look in vain 
among our early great men for mustache or cb in­ 
board, and scarcely sec even a pair of side whis­ 
kers. Accordingly, when Freeinout ran for Pres­ 
ident in 1856, his political friends bad to apolo­ 
gue because of a lull beard, and for his “going 
into tho hair movement.” 
To resume. The increased tax on silk plush, as 
a consequence of war. lias operated seriously 
against the silk hat, as also the trebled cost of al­ 
cohol front the same cause,which is an im portant 
ingredient in the shellac stiffening. These have 
been the mill stone around the neck of Hie silk 
hat trade ior twenty years past. M anufacturers, 
however, have partly met this difficulty by re­ 
ducing the size of the silk hat, the minimum 
height (six incites) being now reached, oue-und- 
three'-eight-inch brim, the smallest stiff fiat ever 
worn in modern times. 
About fifteen years ago, however, forone season 
only, the fashion modellers front a seven-and-a- 
bulf-iuclt crown brought out the “Bob Logic” 
silk hat, which was tho present height, but full- 
hrimtued and very hell crowned. It produced a 
sensation, like the “Bolivar,” but lasted only a 
season, and then the silk tile went hack again to 
seven inches high. From that the crowns have 
been steadily creeping downward, in sympathy 
with the Derby smooth hat, the only English in­ 
novation in hats that has obtained a foothold in 
the United States for the past quarter of a cen­ 
tury, 
Tne Derby has boon getting lower also, and it 
liardlv accommodates ’he young gent’* head. 
This last described hat has largely superseded the 
so fter Kossuth hat tor dress use, as it holds its 
shape anti is not so easily soiled. Vet, for com­ 
fortable use tao soft has many grounds of prefer­ 
ence, and still holds its own, w itu the middle-aged 
at least.

John made a bee-line for the coast, and. when 
ho rode the swells of the Pacific, ho looked 
towards the setting sun, “There lies the West, 
there lies the Orient,” he murmured.

Past and Present.

illustrating hts excessive tact was told of Disraeli 
soon after he was created Earl of Bcaconsfiold. 
It appears that not long after his transplantation 
from tint House of Commons to tho House of 
Lords Disraeli mat a Brother peer in the street, 
who asked him how he liked the change, “ Like 
it!” exclaimed Disraeli, forgetting himself for the 
m o m e n t , and blundering out with the truth; 
“like it! I feel as it I were dead or buried alive!” 
Then seeing the expression of discomfiture on 
the peer’s face, he added hastily, with a courtly 
bow and irresistible sw.Uc, “aud in the laud of 
the blessed!” 


Lucian, tho satirist, tells somewhere the story 
of the King of Ponte, who, after having soon the 
famous dancer Demetrius in a ballet entitled 
“The Labors of Hercules,'’ during the reign of 
Nero, begged that emperor to give him this 
dancer, who knew so well bow to express himself 
by gesture. “ I have,” said he, “ barbarians as 
neighbors, of whom my ambassadors do not un­ 
derstand the language. 
Demetrius would be the 
best diplom atist to send to them. His eloquent 
gestures would explain things so clearly that a 
treaty could be quickly made; one of his pirouttes 
would save me three battles.” Socrates also had 
a high opinion of dancing, for did he not take 
dancing lessons from Aspasia as the crowning 
touch to all his philosophy? 
Let not the jouuesse doree of 1882 fancy that 
they have ever seen the ballet (Says a recent 
writer on tills subject), for the ballet has been 
dead these twenty years. Nor let them fancy that 
such is only the opinion of those who when they 
hear Patti sing “Bel Raggio” say, “You should 
have heard Gi tsi.” No. From the time of the 
Lind mania the ballet has declined, until now it 
exists only as a shadow. Iu the first place a 
divertissement is no more a ballet than a boiled 
potato is a sinner. A ballet d’action, tike “La 
Gitana,” “La Sylphide’’ or “Lalla liookb” is a 
dram atic perforhiauce in pantomime—and the 
perfection to which the art OI dancing was car­ 
ried forty year* ago may be imagined from the 
fact that “Hamlet1” was arranged as a ballet ana 
performed with immense success at La Beala, in 
Milan, although in this we m ust make allowance 
for the superior dram atic intelligence of an 
Italian audience. 
F o r ty Y e a r s Ago the B a lle t w as th e F a s h ­ 
ionable e n te rta in m e n t. 
Lumley, for many years the manager of Her 
Majesty’s Opera in London, records in his remi­ 
niscences that during tho season of 1845 the 
ballet threw the singers entirely in the shade, 
whereat the latter were exceeding wroth. Lum­ 
ley says several times in tho course of hts inter­ 
esting hook—“Reminiscences of the Opera’’—that 
the chief attraction at Her Majesty’s was, during 
this or that year, the dancing of some celebrity— 
now Fanny Ellsler, now la Cento, now la Tugiioni, 
Fur the sake of getting Grist to come from 
Paris and dance tor a few nights in London 
in 1845 lie records that he engaged relays of 
hnr-es ail the way from Paris to Calais, and had a 
special steam er and a special train for the rest of 
tile distance. Each batlet queen In those days 
had her clique of fashionable followers, whoso 
main object in life was to discuss the favorite’s 
merits by day and throw bouquets at lier by 
night. 
When two or more great dancers divided 
attention at Her Majesty’s, the rivalry between 
the adm irers of each sometimes led to broken 
heads. One night when Cento and I’aglloni were 
to dance in the same ballet the admirers of Oerito 
determined to outdo themselves and exalt their 
favorite above Taglioni by literally burying her 
in flowers. 
T h ey Engaged a Binge H og and T acked It 
W ith Bushels of B ouquets. 
The Taglioni clique getting wind of the design 
resolved to counteract it by a sim ilar demonstra­ 
tion, so they engaged a stage box opposite and 
also laid in a stock of several hundred bouquets. 
At the end of the ballet a curious scene took 
place. HS one box were half a dozen young sprigs 
of the nobility engaged in showering bouquets 
upon Cerito . s fast as they could pick them up, 
while tho same scene was going on at the ottier 
Bide of the stage with Taglioni as the centre of 
attraction. Tile curtain had to he lowered in order 
to allow the flowers to be swept off the stage. 
When the famous pas de quatre occitred at Her 
Majesty’s in which the four celebrities then 
on 
the 
stage 
(1845)—Cerito, Grisi, Lucille 
Grahn and Taglioni danced together, a dispute 
as to which one should dance last—th at being rho 
Fest cf honor—was adroitly set tled by Lumley, 
who ordered that of course! the eldest shottid 
dance last. Tho fame of this pas tie quatre w*nt 
all over Europe, and nothing else wa* talked ahout 
in fashionable London. 
It was the one topic of 
conversation in club and drawing room, where 
the respective merits of each member of the quar­ 
tet were discussed by tho hour. 
Of Hie agonies of training which a ballet dancer 
undergoes none, perhaps, have beou exaggerated. 
The severest strain of all is the u n re e lin g atten­ 
tion. A singer may let her voice rest, but a 
dancer cannot let her legs rest. 
It is estimated 
tnat one week’s intermission entails a loss of two 
m onths’ labor. The great dancers have all begun 
nearly iii their babyhood. Taglioni bad danced 
when she was 4 years old, but at 7 begun lier 
regular apprenticeship. 
T h e R e s u lt of T hese Severe R u le s W a s a 
Tactio n !— 
of whom it used to be said by the wits of “Fops’ 
Alley” at Her M ajesty’s, that when she balanced 
herself on tho tip ot lier left foot, one could go 
out, get att ice, smoke a cigar and find lier In the 
same attitude when he returned. The Severity of 
ballet-masters is proverbial. When Lucille Grahn, 
one of the greatest stars in her profess!***, re­ 
fused to sit astride on a cannon drawn by demons 
in the ballet of “La Tentatton,” Coralli, the ballet 
master, shouted out impatiently: 
“Come, mademoiselle, get up, will you?” 
“ No, I wont’t ride on that horrid thing.” 
“An-ha! Will you jum p up or not?” 
“No,” cried tho danseuse, stamping hor foot_ 
when a well-applied kick f rom Coralli sent her 
into the air, aud with inimitable grace she came 
down with a pirouette on tho cannon. Coralli 
rushed forward—“You shall ho promoted, made­ 
moiselle; you shall be an angel, instead ol a 
demon!” 
At another time, in Holland, she refused to kiss 
the dancer playing Donald in “La Sylphide,” as 
the piece required. The ballet master threatened 
to have her put In prison for insubordination. 
Tho king, hearing of the difficulty, sent to have 
it investigated. “Tell his majesty that tho reason 
why I will not kiss him is because he is so ugly,” 
sen t w ord the premiere danseuse. “ But tell Mile, 
Grahn,” returned the king, “that the best dancers 
are always the ugliest!” 
Since then, what a change has come over tho 
fortues of the ballet. Today tho ballet survives 
only because it was once t hought a necessary part 
of an opera and tbe manager thinks that it shows 
enterprise to make a score of 
Ugly W om en In G auze S k irts H o p A b o a t 
the Stage. 
Nine out of ten of the ballet girls today, at least 
in New York, are past middle age, frowzy in 
appearance and devoid of even a suggestion of 
grace. A close examination fails to reveal any 
poetry about them and the closer the exam ina­ 
tion the less is to he found. Adelina Fattl is said 
to have confided to a friend recently that she 
had not washed her face forslx years—water hav­ 
ing a fatal effect upon the cosmetics >-he uses. 
Perhaps something of the same kind affects tho 
ordinary ballet girl. 
Francesco, Mauieson’s ballet master, liko every 
ballet master, admits that it has declined. “Y'ou 
tee,” he said, “the trouble with tbe ballet is that 
tho can-can has demoralized it. In place ot the 
b.diet, witn Us grace and poetry, has been sub­ 
stituted ti:is furious dance which blends in­ 
decency with acrobatic feats. It is to this perni­ 
cious influence that I attribute the extraordinary 
contortions which some people, who ought to 
know belier, call dancing. Pooch I ql, one of tho 
greatest dancers of Hie last twenty years, now a 
teacher in Naples, sometimes says to me: ‘I could 
not do what I see some of our dancers do now on the 
stage, and I should never have tried; we did not 
call that sort of circus performance dancing in 
my days.’ I have had some of the most wonder­ 
ful exhibitions of what the popular mind under­ 
stands by ballet dancing. 
Two young women 
came to me yesterday in answer to an advertise­ 
ment and announced that they were accustomed 
to lead the ballet. I told them to 
Give M e a Specimen of W h a t T h ey Could 
Do. 
They tied up their skirts and began the most 
extraordinary perform ance I ever saw, hopping 
around in a circle, shaking their fists in each 
others faces, wagging one foot up iii the air while 
dancing a kind of clog dance on the floor with 
the other. I looked on with amazement and some 
vague notion that they m ight be crazy. When 
they got through I asked them where"tbev had 
led tbs ballet. It was a “Black Crook” ballet, 
they f>!d, at some Interior town of which I had 
never 
beard. 
This 
was 
the 
effect 
of 
the 
can can 
upon the ballet. 
No 
wonder 
that the ballet falls info disrepute. 
Offen­ 
bach, witli bis "Belle Helene,” 
killed 
the 
legitim ate com .s opera of which “ Zarnpa” was 
the type, and Hie nan-can has killed Hie ballet. 
People don’t want to admire grace aud poetry 
upon the stage; they want feats. The ballet girl 
who can turn herself inside out, double herself 
up, kick the highest and fastest—she is the one 
for the public’s money. In London we have a 
ballet school designed as a feeder for Her Majes­ 
ty’s Theatre, which does some good work, having 
150 young girls and children there all the time. 
A child m ust begin to dance before abe is ten if 
She wants to become a great dancer. Boys we uo 
not admit, because, although I was a dancer my­ 
self, I do cot like to see a" male dancer on the 
stage, and girls in male dress can be made to ans­ 
wer every purpose of the ballet. 
I W an ted to G et Up a B a lle t School 
here in New York, hut tho Society for tho Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Children came down upon 
me and said that I m ust not teach little girls to 
dance, because the ballet was not a good school 
of morals. Well, I do not say that it is; but, at 
the same time, the ballet’s reputation has been 
for many years worse than it deserves. Among 
so many young women hot all are what they 
ought to be; but there are black sheep in every 
flock. To put a girl in the ballet is, of course, to 
Show her more or less attractively dressed before 


an audience of men. It is Inviting tem ptation, 
without doubt; 
but that does not 
prevent 
our 
corps 
de 
ballet 
from 
being, 
as 
a 
whole, a body of very proper young women, 
who 
in 
many 
cases 
marry 
well. 
We 
had a marriage last week between one of our 
ballet girls and a chorus singer, while great 
ballet dancers have often married noblemen— 
the ballet having a peculiar attraction to idle 
young men. Taglioni married the Viscount tie 
Volsin. 
Since his death, however, the poor 
woman bas had to support herself, and a year or 
two ago was going about London on crutches 
giving dancing lessons at five shillings ($1 25) an 
hour. Think of it! Taglioni on crutches! She 
who forty years ago floated through the air. I 
remember that In “La Sylpbiae” she used to leap 
liko a lawn across ponds and brooks aud foun­ 
tains placed in different parts of the stage. 
Cerito married a French painter and lives near 
Paris. 
F an n y E llsler M arried rn P rin ce and Lives 
la Fine Style 
in Vienna—a nice old lady of between sixty and 
seventy years of age. Notwithstanding these ex­ 
amples the society with the long name would not 
allow me to have a ballet school, and I have to 
bring my dancers from London and Italy. Bal­ 
let girls are paid from $12 to $25 a week, accord­ 
ing to proficiency. Leaders of the ballet, or chief 
dancers, are paid almost any price. .Mine. Cava- 
lozzi, our chief dancer, was offered SOMO a week 
ny Hie Kiralfys, and gets neariv as much as that 
in Europe. Taglioni received $250 a night for 
dancing at Her Majesty’s when sue was in her 
prime. But that was when a ballet lasted several 
hours aud was the only entertainm ent of the even­ 
ing. Now that it is merely an incident in an opera 
no managei could afford to pay such prices.” 
Mine. Caralozzi said she did not attribute the 
decline of the ballet to the cau-can, “hut rather 
to the superficiality with which we do everything 
now-a-days. There is no harder work iii tho world 
thau good ballet (lancing. No one knows how 
many years of patient work may be represented by 
one graceful piroutte. Take, for instance, tho 
con r e of tho Milan dancing school, which has 
been supported by tbe state lur nearly a hundred 
years, aud turns out the best dancers in tbe 
world, 
a dozen little girls uuder IO years are 
aam itted 
every 
year. 
Tho 
candidates 
are 
brought before 
a 
jury 
of 
dancers 
and 
physicians, 
and 
are 
required 
to 
dance 
naked 
so 
that 
it 
can 
be 
seen 
whether 
they are well made, have no defects, have good 
constitutions and good lungs. Those who are ac­ 
cepted are taken charge of by the state until 
they are 16. 
Their A re T a u g h t All th e O rd in ary School 
B ranches. 
with special attention given 
to music and 
dancing. From the time I was 12 until I was 16 
or 18 I never practiced less than four hours dur­ 
ing the day and one hour just before going to 
bed. 
What do our ballet girls here know of such 
work? They never really begin lo dance until 
they are 14 or Jo, and an hour’s serious practice 
every day they look upon as a hardship. If a girl 
is pretty and knuws a few steps she expects to be 
put right into the front rank. There noes not 
seem to be anything like ambition about them. 
The rank and fit* of the ballets in England and 
America do 
not 
seem 
to care even about 
their 
personal 
appearance. 
Their 
balr 
is 
in disorder, their clothes do 
not 
lit, 
and 
as 
a 
ballet 
girt 
is 
not overburdened with 
clothes whatever she wears ought to tit perfectly. 
In former days, and even now in Italy, the girls 
washed and ironed their own skirts, instead of 
leaving such work for the costumer ol the theatre 
to neglect. They had their drosses fitted with tho 
greatest care aud tnev always ii.ut a few flowers 
in their hair—artificial ones in winter. Emma 
Livry, a famous French dancer, was so particular 
about the appearance cl ber gauze skirts that she 
refused to use the Solution Wilton made gauzy 
fire-proof because tile skirt did not fall in grace­ 
ful folds. She fell a victim to her vanity and was 
burned alive upon the Faria stage in 185‘J. There 
seems to be no demand for good ballet dancing rn 
this country, chiefly, I believe, because tne public 
bas not seen lur many years 
A R e a l B a lle t with Good Dances, Fine 
S cenery and Costumes. 


A real ballet lasts all evening and is an enter­ 
tainm ent by itsolf. in Europe a great dancer 
will never dance in ail opera; she considers it 
beneath her, just as Arditi refuses to conduct an 
opera when he is In London. Perhaps a large 
imported ballet m ight revive tho taste bere lur 
that kind of amusement, and the demaud for 
ballet dancers would secure a supply. At present 
ti,ere is scarcely any demand.” 
Tbe heredity of talent seems to be forcibly indi­ 
cated in Hie families of great dancers. Nor is it 
merely to be confounded witn education 
lid ex­ 
ample; the choreggrapkic genius is as distinct as 
Hie musical or the dramatic. All of the Taglioni 
family were gifted in that respect; several or 
them "were as agile, as powerful, as the Taglioni; 
yet 
none 
of 
them 
rivaled 
her. 
So nice 
was 
the 
distinction between 
the different 
styles 
of 
dauelng 
that 
it 
was 
declared 
that 
Ellsler 
and 
Taglioni 
were 
as 
far 
apart as the German and Dalian schools of music. 
Ellsler was a woman—Taglioni was a sylph. T u b 
Yestris faintly were as celebrated as the Tagli- 
onl8. Of the first, Mons. Vestris, grandfather-in- 
law of Mine. Vestrls, it may be said that self-con­ 
ceit reached its apotheosis, lie said “there were 
but three great men in Europe—one is the King 
of Prussia, one is M. Voltaire, and I ani the 
third.” 
One day, talking to a marshal of Franc*, he said 
with a sigh: “Ah! there are thorns iii my profes­ 
sion as well as yours! Sometimes I think that I 
would as soou be a simple marshal of France as 
what I am.” 
His son, who was as great a dancer as himself, 
was entirely taught by himself. “My son,” lie 
proudly explained,'“ when he springs into tho air, 
does not remain mj long as he easily might, for ii 
he did ne would be ennui tor want of conversa­ 
tion !”

BRIDGING LAKE CHAMPLAIN, 


By W hich the island County of Verm ont Is 
Being Connected W ith the Rest of th® 
W orld.

Grand Isle county, Vt., is in some respects the 
best county in the State, so far as natural re­ 
sources go; b u t one great inconvenience which her 
inhabitants have had to contend with from the 
first is th at which arises from tho fact of being 
cut off by the waters of Lake Champlain from the 
rest of tho State. Grand Isle, containing the 
towns of South Hero and Grand Isle, was Hie 
first to remedy this by building w hat i3 known 
as Sand Bar bridge—taking advantage 
of a 
sand 
bar formed 
by tho waters of the La­ 
moille river, by building 
a good, substantial 
road across, from the Island to the main with this 
bar as a foundation. This work was completed in 
1850, tho cost being $ 18,000, which was borne 
by tho j>eopl« of the island, aided by private sub­ 
scriptions from citizens of Burlington.
